Life starts with Protein. The female egg and the male sperm 
that fertilizes it are primarily protein. The genes which govern 
heredity are actually gigantic protein molecules of great com- 
plexity. 

Measurements with the electron microscope show them to be 
about the size of viruses measuring about 4 micron, cne one 
hundred thousandth (1/100,000) of an inch long and about one- 
tenth that in diameter. In other words they have a diameter of 
about one ten thousandths (1/10,000) that of a human hair. No 
wonder there is room in an egg and sperm to furnish enough genes 
to reproduce all the cells in a seventeen hundred pound bull. 

The most outstanding characteristic of genes is their ability 
to reproduce. Normally they do this in exact duplication of the 
original. This is why species breed true to type generation after 
generation, and the cells in a living creature reproduce in an orderly 
fashion. But once in awhile a biological accident occurs. A 
gene in an egg or sperm encounters some physical or chemical 
agent that damages it. 

In most cases, the damage is probably great enough to render 
the whole egg or sperm sterile. But once in awhile a gene is 
merely altered in its bout with a gamma ray, cosmic ray, bac- 
teria, virus, foreign chemical or some environmental deficiency, but 
it still lives and reproduces. Since, for example, many cosmic 
rays shoot through every cubic inch of living tissue each day, 
there is a likelihood that some reproductive genes will be hit from 
time to time and their basic pattern changed but not destroyed. 

Regardless of the cause of alteration, this changed gene is 
actually a new gene and it will reproduce according to this new 
pattern. The resulting offspring is a mutation which will in turn 
reproduce this new type of creature until it by chance, is mutated 
further. Of course all living creatures of today are the result of 
mutations over the past millions of years. It is interesting to note 
that the great majority of individual mutations are inferior to their 
parents and only one out of thousands or even millions possesses 
more desirable characteristics. 

Of course the more desirable or adaptable ones survive and 
become the species, hence evolution is the result of mutations. In 
virus, bacteria and simple insects it is frequently a rapid process. 
If a mutant, for example, is more resistant to a new drug or spray, 
it will multiply rapidly, while the less resistant strains die out. In

making some vaccines certain viruses are mutated to harmless 
types, largely by contro of nutrients and other environmental con- 
ditions. In more complex creatures such as birds, animals and 
humans, the reproduction of mutants is so slow that evolution 
moves at less than a snail’s pace. 

The presence of gamma rays, cosmic rays and other factors 
which cause mutations are normally ever present. There is a 
mathematical probability they will cause a small percentage of 
mutations, for instance, among each million head of cattle each 
year. Such mutations are valuable scientific subjects. Unfor- 
tunately they are born on farms or ranches and not in the labora- 
tory. A study of them can at times lead to new discoveries. For 
this reason, if a mutant turns up in a crop of calves its owner can 
often make a contribution to science by getting in touch with a 
laboratory or experiment station that is interested in that type of 
mutation. A record of date of birth, weight, height, length and a 
few pictures often adds value and interest to the find. Twin mu- 
tants are even more valuable as research subjects. 

Since it is natural that a few freaks show up from time to 
time, don’t let it worry you unduly unless it becomes too prevalent. 
Just charge it off to the nature of raising cattle, which stated tech- 
nically is one of the most complex bio-chemical syntheses known to 
man, and is exceeded in complexity only by the raising of children. 

As the egg and sperm join and begin to subdivide we witness 
a process of protein synthesis (growth of protein tissue). This 
protein comes from the mother’s blood which in turn comes from 
the protein she eats. If there is a deficiency of feed protein, she 
will furnish her unborn young with protein from her own body tis- 
sue. This is why a cow with calf will become thin and weak quite 
rapidly through loss of muscles and other protein tissue when put 
on feed which is badly deficient in protein even though it is ade- 
quate in energy constituents, starches, sugars, oils and cellulose. 
This principle applies to humans also. 

After the young are born, animal or human, they must depend 
upon the protein they eat to build their bodies. Bones and teeth, 
for example, grow as a semi-rigid protein lattice which is later 
hardened cell by cell with the deposition of calcium, phosphates 
and other minerals. Their muscle fibers, nerve fibers, brain cells, 
blood plasma, blood cells, skin, hair, hide, hoofs, herns, tendons, 
tissue of vital organs, hormones, enzymes and new sperm and eggs 
are also built and maintained with the protein they eat. Even the 
cellular lattice that holds the droplets of fat in place is protein 
tissue and end up as ordinary cracklings when the fat is rendered 
out,

No doubt a good many of you turned to these 
columns to see what I would have to say in regard 
to Dwarfism. Maybe you wish I would write about 
something else, but we cannot solve any problem 
by hiding it from our thoughts. 


This month I would like to 
discuss just one point--Just 
how important is the Dwarfism 
problem as related to our own 
breed? 


Frankly, there has been a 
lot of gossip about Dwarfism. 
I am now convinced that the 
problem we face is not the im- 
portance of Dwarfism, but how 
to combat this gossip. Every 
breeder needs to learn all the 
facts possible so they will be 
able to help combat the damage 
such gossip has caused our

Dwarfism is not limited to 
the beef cattle industry, nor to one breed, nor to 
any particular blood-line, or strain, within any 
breed. This problem confronts all cattlemen, 
producers of both beef and dairy breeds alike. 


One of my very good friends, and a man who has 
held the highest position in our Association, 
wrote me a few days ago. In his opinion a great 
deal of the difficulties with the breed today are 
not concerned with the cattle we produce but the 
fact a few rugged individualists think they can 
dominate the entire breed association. 


Another letter, this from one of our regular 
advertisers, stated that the writer had always 
felt an editor's first responsibility was to the 
readers of the magazine and not to the adver- 
tisers. 


I must admit that a few individuals would like 
to control the editorial policies of this publi- 
cation. They felt we would "confuse" the readers 
by publishing material contrary to their own 
thoughts about dwarfism control. These men have 
been informed that this publication will print 
all available information on any research re- 
lated to the production of beef, control of dis- 
ease, Soil fertility, protein production, dwarf- 
ism, or any other research as long as it came 
from anyone who would sign his articles and offer 
to back them up with facts. 


I do not feel that we will "confuse" our read- 
ers by printing such articles, and certainly our 
readers are entitled to study all research mater- 
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ial related to this cattle industry and can make 
up their own minds, accepting or rejecting any of 
the material we may publish. 


The columns of this publication will remain 
open to present both sides of controversial sub- 
jects and we will not be like the man who said, 
"Don't confuse me with the facts. My mind's made 
up.” 


It is my observation that there are folks who 
think they can look at a pedigree and pick out the 
so-called "carriers" within the tabulation. This 


is a remarkable ability in any man and we can only 
wonder where these folks got all the information 
it would require to be able to do sucha feat. 


My understanding is that it would require 
about two thousand actual case histories, repre- 
sented by extended pedigree, for a geneticist to 
select any common factor among the ancestors of 
these abnormal calves. Any geneticist would try 
to establish a true genetic pattern for dwarfism, 
eliminating the cases of "“genetic-trash" that 
would not fit into the pattern since these cases 
would not supply adequate information as to their 
cause. Sucha genetic pattern should apply to all 
breeds and it should be possible to find out what 
may have caused the first mutations in each of the 
breeds when the research was completed. 


We have not been fortunate enough to read any 
papers by any geneticist outlining a common fac- 
tor in this Aberdeen-Angus business. The only 
source of such information we know of today is 
the dwarfism file that was started some time ago 
by our Association office. However, while at the 
Futurity, I talked to Mr. Otto Nobis, President 
of our Association, and to his knowledge no breed- 
er, or member of the board of directors, has ever 
inspected the contents of this secret file which 
has been in the care of a select few at head- 
quarters. 


It is therefore evident that the folks who 
think they can pick the so-called "carriers" by 
pedigree alone must base their knowledge on such 
isolated cases as they have seen personally. 
Even if they had access to the Association's 
dwarfism file they could not have learned enough 
facts on which to base their conclusions. This 
file has recently been turned over to a team of 
three geneticists for research and it will be 
some time before (Continued on page 174

Il. The Climate Makes The Soil Pattern. 

Since the cattle, sheep and hogs of the United States locate 
themselves in their larger numbers in the Mid-continent according 
to the soil pattern, it is but natural to raise the next question, 
namely, “What makes the soil pattern?” The map of the pig con- 
centration shows this fattened and short-lived animal dominating 
the eastern tip of the country’s central area in which most of the 
livestock grows. The long-lived, high protein-producing beef cattle 
have pushed themselves farther west in that mid-region. In mak- 
ing a traverse from its eastern tip to the western edge of our 
major livestock territory, which is also the area of (a) virgin grass, 
(b) higher concentration of farms, and even of (c) more efficient 
radio reception, one is reminded by a look at the map of annual 
rainfall (Figure 1-II) that this area ranges from only moderate to 
low precipitation. It is, then, subject to shortages of scil water for 
production of large yields of vegetative bulk in forage crops. 


Rainfall and Temperature Determine the Degree 
Of Soil Development. 


The fact that the virgin grass, which made many bison, should 
locate itself and feed this kind of virgin livestock in the areas sub- 
ject periodically to severe drought emphasizes a major illustration 
of the great fact that the ¢himatic forces of rainfall and tempera- 
ture determine the degree of development of the soil. Then this, 
by means of its stock of fertility accordingly, determines what 
vegetation grows as nutrition and, thereby, what lives in a given 
area. This great fact of ecology is farther illustrated by the ab- 
sence of forest trees in that location, save those equipped to cut 
their leaf surface back to the water supply during drought and 
located mainly in the drainage basins with a bit more soil moisture. 

Trees require‘a continuous supply of soil water during the sea- 
son for their growth. They cannot go dormant for a period and 
then start growth again during the season in accordance with the 
interruption and resumption of the soil moisture supply. The grow- 
ing tissue of the trees is at the extremities or ends of their branches. 
In the grasses that is within the heart or core of the grass clump. 
It is nearer the soil and the source of water and nutrition, as it 
were. Consequently this is the systemic safety factor through which 
a drought may wither the top growth and the grass may die back 
to let the plant become dormant, but will return to growth again 
during the same season when the soil moisture favors. 

Grass is, therefore, a kind of vegetation specially fitted, through 
the course of its evolution, for survival in climatic settings of the 
rainfall and temperature illustrated by the Mid-continent and the 
Western States (excluding the coastal ones). There the annual 
rainfall decreases by longitudinal belts in going westward toward

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the Coast Ranges. In that great area the rainfall is scarcely ever 
the equivalent of the annual evaporation from a free-water surface. 
It is not high enough to bring about much soil development from 
the original rocks and minerals. Instead, the soils may be calcar- 
ous, Saline or even alkaline according as the precipitation-evapora- 
tion ratio (as percent) goes farther below 100 (Figure 2-II) or as 
the evaporation is that much greater than the annual rainfall on 
going westward from the Mid-continent. 


By going in the opposite direction, or starting from the Coast 
Range, then, the increasing rainfall and corresponding increase in 
development of soils brings us to those from which the alkalis and 
excessive salts have been washed out. In the Mid-continent they 
are well stocked with calcium (and magnesium) instead of much 
sodium. They may have a layer of calcium carbonate which was 
leached out of the surface soil and deposited in the subsoil (Figure 
3-II, Dark Brown Soils). This (caliche) layer is at increasing 
depths in the soil profile, and in decreasing amounts or thickness, 
on coming nearer the midline of the Mid-continent, namely the 
98th Meridian of longitude. Calcium and magnesium represent the 
main store of active nutrients in these soils. All the other essential 
elements, requiring no more leaching for removal than does calcium 
are also part of that fertility store. In that combination, Nature 
provides a decided diversity since droughty conditions with winds 
from the drier West favor their transportation and deposition of 
minerals, or a winnowing service, to guarantee the more silty sur- 
face soils and an extensive array of nutrient essentials for legumes 
and their active nitrogen fixation. These facts served to establish 
a mixed herbage of high-mineral and high-protein concentrations 
and to give deep, dark soils of excellent structure with a generous 
stock of nitrogenous organic matter in them under virgin conditions. 


Moderate Rainfall Means Soil Construction 
For Protein Production. 


It was the moderate climatic forces bringing about the rock 
decomposition at only a moderate rate that resulted in a particular 
kind of clay residue, and at the same time stocked the clay’s ad- 
sorbing power with this extensive lot of nutrient elements ranging 
from the major to the “trace” ones. Soils so stocked had no room 
for hydrogen or acidity. These conditions left plenty of unweather- 
ed minerals as reserves for later decomposition. They removed the 
excess sodium, or the alkalinity and salinity. They made the region 
a good supply and balance of the inorganic parts of the soil fertility 
through only moderate rainfall and moderate temperature. Those 
climatic forces along with the soil resulting therefrom emphasize 
the soil, and not the climate directly, as the high potential for pro- 
tein production by the herbage. This serves the plant for its own 
better survival through nitrogen fixation, and then, by its own 
death, the addition of the nitrogen to the soil. 


“Nature in the raw is seldom mild.” Each species of life, 
whether microbe, plant, animal or man, is struggling to get its 
protein supply. Hence the deep, dark colored soil, its high contents 
of nitrogen and organic matter, and its production of mineral-rich, 
protein-rich feeds to grow the bison and the beef cattle, are all 
manifestations of climatic forces of soil construction, or those 
developing these particularly favorable soil conditions from the

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fertility suggests the curve of soil development locating the higher production of 
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original rocks and their minerals. As the climate gave us the soil, 
so the soil, in turn, gave the nutrition for healthy animals. 


High Rainfall Means Soil Destruction 
For Protein Production. 

On going eastward and northeastward from the Mid-continent 
the increasing rainfall means more soil development, even to the 
high degree of soil destruction in terms of protein production. The 
increasing ratio of rainfall to evaporation (Figure 2-II) in that 
traverse means more water going through the soil to leach it. Also 
the higher rainfall, growing more vegetable bulk, means more of 
this to decay, with more carbonic acid resulting to have its hydro- 
gen or acidity replace the soil’s calcium and magnesium. In such 
climatic areas and on soils so highly developed, the protein-rich 
vegetation, like the grasses, does not result. It cannot obtain the 
required fertility for such quality production. Instead, the forests 
making mainly carbohydrate, like cellulose, prevail there. The 
agricultural crops like corn, are less highly nourished for protein 
production by soils developed under the higher rainfall and are 
crops that naturally produce mainly carbohydrates also. By feed- 
ing these, the castrated males of either cattle or hogs are readily 
fattened. These soils so highly developed, under the rainfalls high 
enough to provide plenty of water for large crop yields, represent 


soil destruction so far as protein production is concerned. Their 


virgin hardwood and coniferous forests gave testimony of this fact. 

Moderate rainfalls in the West and high rainfalls under moder- 
ate temperatures in the Northeast decompose the rock to form a 
clay of much capacity to hold, or adsorb, nutrients in the West but 
one which holds mainly hydrogen, or acidity as a non-nutrient, in 
the Northeast. Thus while the soils of these Eastern States with 
this kind of clay may be highly acid, they are nevertheless poten- 
tially good soils. Were we able to apply fertilizers to stock them 
with the same array of nutrients as were in the Western soils when 
growing the bison, we would have protein-producing soils for 
healthy cattle in place of carbohydrate-producing ones for only 
fattening functions and less healthy animals. 

The increasing temperature on going from the North to the 
South under the higher rainfall in the Eastern States means that 
a different clay results from the development of the soil by that 
climatic combination. It is a clay which has little capacity to adsorb 
or hold acidity. Likewise, it can hold but little as its store of other 
positively charged nutrient elements when these are applied. Nat- 
urally, it has little of the original mineral reserves left to be de- 
composed. These clays themselves are decomposing more rapidly. 
Their soils, then, grow coniferous forests representing little pro- 
tein potential even when cleared and not given heavier and more 
complete soil treatments regularly. 

By superimposing the map of the precipitation-evaporation 
ratio (Figure 2-II) over the one of the annual precipitation or 
rainfall (Figure 1-II), one can already see the soil map (Figure 
3-II), and understand why the mid-line running south from the 
northwestern corner of Minnesota to the southern tip of Texas 
divides those soils with calcium or lime (pedocals) to the West from 
those to the East (pedallers), which are deficient in this element 
required in generous supplies for the soil to grow the legumes as 
high-protein forages by which the cow is most naturally fed. One 
can see on that soil map the limited soil types which, by their more 
complete stock of fertility, are the location growing the livestock 
by means of the proteins which only fertile soils can provide. 

Chemical Tests of the Soil Testify 
For the Climatic Soil Pattern. 

Soil tests serve to emphasize the limited areas where the cli- 
matic forces are more nearly in balance as they represent soil con- 
struction in our West and soil destruction in our East. Soil tests 
have catalogued the chemical properties of the soil where the par- 
ticular amount of rainfall is most effective in giving that degree 
of soil development which grows the mineral-rich, protein-rich 
crops. Chemical examination of the supplies in the soils of calcium, 
magnesium, potassium and other positively charged elements, ac- 
cording to samples taken along an west-east line of constant tem- 
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perature but increasing rainfall across Kansas and into Missouri, 
tell their story graphically in an interesting curve. (Figure 4-II). 

The increase of the rainfall up to 30 inches outlines a rising 
curve and an increasing soil’s supply of active and exchangeable 
plant nutrients. This reaches the maximum at this rainfall figure 
in the Chernozerm soils of the northern Mid-continent. But with 
higher rainfalls the points on the curve drop to represent lower 
levels of fertility. This array of soil samples emphasizes the 25-30- 
inch rainfall as the maximum of loading the soil with the fertility 
for high-protein plants. Rainfalls higher than this value cause 
hydrogen, or acidity, to come into the soil to replace the plant 
nutrient elements by this non-nutrient one of similar positive elec- 
trical charge. Yet with the increase in rainfall there is an increase 
in the soil’s saturation capacity. That increase in the soil’s clay 
content means that more adsorption and exchange of nutrients are 
possible should we add such to the soil. 

Thus, starting with no rainfall, its increase represents, first, an 
increasing soil construction by its making more clay and stocking 
that clay’s adsorption-exchange capacity with active or exchange- 
able nutrient elements. That is the case up to about 25-30 inches 
of rainfall in the temperate zone. Then, second, with still higher 
rainfall there comes soil destruction. That means more_water and 
its going down through the soil to carry nutrients out. It means 
more plant growth, more organic matter, more of it decaying, more 
acidity therefrom, and this, as hydrogen, replacing the calcium, 
magnesium, etc. in the soils to make them acid or deficient in the 
essentials for growing protein forages like the legumes. 


All of this may well be theoretically and diagrammatically as- 
sembled as a rising curve and then a falling one in a bell-like shape 
representing the rise and fall of many of the soil properties, sum- 
med up in the general term soil productivity, so far as protein 
production is concerned, (Figure 5-II). The curve for the soil’s 
clay content takes a characteristic shape, resembling an elongated 
letter “S” tipped to the right at the top. With increasing moderate 
rainfalls the soils have increasing amounts of clay. Then under the 
higher rainfalls the clay is destroyed at about the rate at which it 
accumulates from rock decomposition. The curve for the total 
acidity starts at the 25-30 inch rainfall value. That is the value for 
the climatic factors at which the degree of soil development begins 
to be soil destruction. In moderate temperatures, the acidity curve 
is a parallel of the clay curve. (Figure 5-II, dashes). For higher 
temperatures coupled with higher rainfalls, this climatic combina- 
tion gives first a rise and then a fall of the curve for soil acidity 
(Figure 5-II, solid line). 

This pattern of the effects of the climatic forces, in terms of 
different degrees of soil development, may be superimposed on the 
soil map by placing the vertical mid-line of the curve, which marks 
the 25-30 inches of annual rainfall, on the vertical mid-line of the 
soil map dividing the calearous soils on the West from the non- 
calearous or acid soi!s on the East. By such super-imposition of the 
curve of chemical dynamics brought about by the climatic forces 
as they are either soil construction or soil destruction in terms of 
potential for proteins in the natural vegetation in the various parts 
of the United States, we shall see the soil as the basis of many of 
the problems in livestock feeding for keeping the animals growing 
and healthy (Figure 6-II). 


Additional study of the diagrammatic sketch (Figure 5-II) 
helps us to see the soil processes of alkalization in the drier far- 
West, and calcification (caliche) not so far West. The latter or 
dark brown soils are some of the pedocal soils on which the cattle 
range. Their scant herbage can be quickly over-grazed. It makes 
little annual growth because the weathering rate of the soil min- 
erals, or the rate of soil development under the climatic forces, is 
too low to build up much active fertility even “while the soil is 
resting.” Also the deep, dark black soils (chernozems) at the 
Eastern edge of the pedocals, once famous for their “hard” or high- 
protein wheat, do not hold up this protein output very long under 
cultivation either. In the last decade and a half the protein con- 
centration in the wheat has fallen enough to close many of the 
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flour mills.

Secrets of Dwarfism in cattle have been 
discovered. Evidence to substantiate this 
statement has been gathered from animals 
over a wide area of the United States. 

There is no one area that is free from 
the problem of Dwarfism. There is no one 
particular blood line that can be classed as 
free from the problem over a period of 
generations. There is no true genetic pat- 
tern that carries through five generations. 
In view of these facts it is apparent that 
Dwarfism can show up in any herd and in 
most any blood line. 

To those staunch believers that the cause 
of Dwarfism is genetic, I would like to point 
out that in our findings genetics play no 
part in the over all development of a dwarf 
ealf,. 

In other words where breeding stock is 
picked for conformation and _ type, 
genetics play a definite part. Genetics, 
however, play a minor, if any, part in the 
resistance or vitality of an individual. It is 
true in animals as it is in humans that cer- 
tain families are more vigorous than others, 
more resistant to disease, etc. These char- 
acteristics are known to be carried on from 
one generation to another and are classed 
as following a genetic or heredity pattern. 

if all this is true, then the pattern for 
Dwarfism is definitely established. 

When you check with scientists, you learn 
that no abnormal gene has yet been identi- 
fied as such and for that reason no dwarf- 
causing gene has been discovered. For lack 
of identity then we must accept for now that 
all genes in the chromosome chain are normal 
in so far as the host animal is normal.

This is the second installment of the Nutritional approach as 


an important development in Dwarfism research. A number 


sperm of the male is sustained for the next 
few days by the protein and glucose in the 
semen. This phase then is nutritional. 

The vitality of the sperm is regulated at 
this point by the vitality of the male. When 
conception has taken place, it is then that 
the gene function is carried out, and then 
the problem of nourishing this newly formed 
life is taken over by the female host. 

From authentic sources [| am advised that 
the functions of the genes in the chromosome 
chain are that they intermingle in thread- 
like chains and are responsible for deter- 
mining sex and that they transfer the char- 
acteristics of the parent stock to the young. 

Now, who would say that Dwarfism is a 
characteristic -of the parent stock in any 
breed of cattle? 

Dwarfism definitely is not a characteris- 
tic and because it is not, the gene in my 
opinion has nothing to do with dwarfism. 
Every breeder should be happy because of 
this. 

Every dwarf is under developed in bone 
structure. Therefore, it is only natural to 
look to the bone development for an answer 
and we find one, It has been accepted that 
the bone structure of the calf is formulated 
during the third to sixth month of the gesta- 
tion period. The gene has long before per- 
formed its hereditary function. Only the 
nourishing of the calf in gestation remains 
and this responsibility rests with the parent 
host. The development must come from 
nutrition. 

We have had several reports where dwarf 
bulls have produced normal calves. Only 
nutrition could be responsible for this. If 
the cause is nutritional then an autopsy of 
the calf at birth should show definite evi-

dence of malnutrition, deficiencies, deformi- 
ties and even disease lesions. These condi- 
tions are only developed when the body 
chemistry of the dam undergoes a change 
from normality. The body chemistry of the 
dam can only be changed by something she 
eats, breathes, and/or drinks. This then 
places the chemistry change as due to nu- 
trition. 

In our research to determine the cause or 
causes of Dwarfism we have autopsied a 
large number of dwarf calves. 

Every calf autopsied by us has had one or 
more outstanding examples of malnutrition. 
All but a few have carried lesions of com- 
mon diseases in cattle. No calf that has 
shown dwarf characteristics has been found 
free of nutritional deficiencies. 

Therefore, we have no choice but to ac- 
cept the cause of Dwarfism as being nutri- 
tional. 

Here again the followers of the genetic 
theory are gcing to question why then does 
Dwarfism run strong in one family and not 
in another. In answer to this I would like 
to point out again that some blood lines are 
much higher in vitality than others. The 
lower the vitality level of any animal, the 
greater the possibility of developing dwarfs 
will be. One breeder may get along fine 
with a blood line that is supposedly hot. 
While another may have all kinds ef dwarf 
trouble. A bull of strong vitality charac- 
teristics mated to a so-called dwarf pro- 
ducing string of cows may sire many dwarf 
calves but when used on high vitality cows, 
may never sire a dwarf.

ARGENTINE CURRENCY EXCHANGE 
RATE REDUCED ON BREEDING 
CATTLE 


The government of Argentine has re- 
cently relaxed its currency exchange regu- 
lations in order to aid the importation of 
breeding cattle. The order issued by the 
Central Bank reads as follows: 

“The Central Bank has decided to con- 
sider applications for exchange permits in 
respect to imports of pedigree sires. Con- 
sequently, firms on the Exchange register 
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of the National Direction of Customs may 
apply, attaching a ‘necessity certificate’ 
from the Ministry of Agriculture and Live- 
stock. 

Non-registered firms must apply through 
a registered importer, providing, on the 
back of the application form, a sworn state- 
ment signed by both parties to the effect 
that the animals will be delivered to the 
holder of the pertinent ‘necessity certifi- 
cate’.” 

As a result of this issuance, United States 
cattle will cost only half the amount of 
pesos as was previously the case. The new 
exchange rate would be 18 pesos to the dol- 
lar. Previously the cattle had to be bought 
at the free market rate, which is currently 
about 35 pesos to the U. S. dollar. 


LOCAL CALIFORNIA ANGUS GROUP 
TOURS GILROY-HOLLISTER RANCHES 

Four Angus ranches in the Gilroy-Hol- 
lister, California, area were visited by 40 
breeders of Santa Clara and San Bernardino 
Counties during a tour held June 27.

A little later Marion Harper made more 
Angus news by buying the Sugar Loaf 
Farms herd of Angus cattle from Dave 
Canning of Staunton, Virginia. There were 
250 cattle in this transaction. Also in the 
deal was the nationally known flock of Suf- 
folk sheep at Sugar Loaf—250 head. Sugar 
Loaf Farm was leased for five years with

The decision of Marion Harper to go into 
the Angus business with an already estab- 
lished herd, farm and management was no 
spur-of-the-moment thing.

A JOURNAL reader for 
several years Mr. Harper was not unfamiliar 
with the breed and breeders, So the Sugar 
Loaf Farms herd of Marion Harper, Jr. &

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Each fall mothers and fathers say good- 
bye to daughters and sons as they head for 
colleges and universities. With the cost of 
higher education rising it means a big ad- 
ditional sacrifice for most families, espe- 
cially farm families whose main capital is 
tied up. 

A school teacher cousin of mine who 
taught social studies in a New York State 
high school used to grade papers at our 
house. There were themes on vocations and 
avocations. Each year there would be some 
papers entitled “Why I Want to Be a 
Farmer.” Invariably there would be a sen- 
tence, “One reason I want to be a farmer is 
because you don’t need as much education.” 

Those of us connected with farming 
know how false that statement is. We’ve 
come to realize that to succeed in agricul- 
ture we need all the latest methods known 
and all the help we can get. That doesn’t 
mean just the sons! A woman (who usually 
keeps the records of a farm as records 
should be kept in any business) needs the 
advantages of college education as much as 
any man. 

In many families where the immediate 
money is short this means the decision of 
who can go to college and who will stay 
home if there is more than one youngster of 
college age. Maybe you, yourself, have had 
to make that very decision or at least know 
of those who have. 

It is certainly heart breaking to see a 
boy or girl who is college material unable 
to use his abilities te the greatest extent. 
Those of us who know youngsters like these 
always want to help in any way possible. 
Some feel it’s a problem for the govern- 
ment to solve. 

What is the answer? Will our colleges be 
used only for those who have the advantage 
of capital? Or should we all borrow and be 
burdened with this high debt before enter- 
ing our profession? Or will the government 
finance higher education? Most of us dis- 
agree with these approaches.

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~ The Impact of Progeny and Performance 


Testing on the Beef Cattle Business 


Ir IS a pleasure and a privilege indeed to 
be invited to participate in this beef cattle 
short course. When Dr. Jack Miller asked 
me to discuss the subject shown on your 
printed program, I accepted gladly because 
of my high regard for him and the fine 
work he and his associates are doing here 
in Texas. I also welcomed the opportunity 
to try to think through a subject which I 
believe is of tremendous significance to the 
beef cattle industry at this particular time. 

The subject as first suggested by Dr. 
Miller differed slightly from the one listed. 
Dr. Miller asked me to discuss “The Impact 
of Progeny and Performance Testing on 
Beef Cattle Business,” whereas the printed 
program gives my subject as “The Influence 
of Progeny and Performance Testing on the 
Beef Cattle Business.” Now, I think it 
makes a difference whether progeny and 
performance testing is considered as having 
an impact or an influence on the beef cattle 
business. Admittedly, impact could and us- 
ually does exert an influence, but not nec- 
essarily one having a lasting effect. Impact 
connotes, to me, if not violence, then a sud- 
den blow or force, perhaps of a starting 
nature to those directly concerned. Influence 
on the other hand, in the setting here, seems 
to imply a more gradual, or perhaps a more 
subtle effect than we are accustomed to as- 
sociate with impact. In any event, I have 
the feeling that impact is the better word 
to describe what progeny and performance 
testing is doing to the beef cattle business. 
This new development has produced a re- 
sponse that is out-of-the ordinary, for this 
industry, to put it mildly. This response is 
in the form of enthusiastic acceptance on 
the part of some cattlemen, Others are dis- 
turbed by the implication of the progeny 
and performance testing movement. They 
are skeptical about it, and in some instances 
express their doubts—and fears—in no un- 
certain terms. 

Thus, the subject, at the moment, is some- 
what controversial. I hasten to say that it 
is not my purpose here to align myself with 
any faction or group or even to imply that 
there is a factional alignment. Rather, I 
should like to try to maintain a detached 
viewpoint, to get behind the scenes and find 
out why recent developments have taken 
place, and then, to appraise their signifi- 
cance for the beef cattle industry. In other 
words, I aspire to the role of a philosopher, 
with all the humility, tolerance, and sin- 
cerity that such a role implies. 

Despite this lofty objective, I bring to the 
assignment a certain degree of bias—some 
of which I probably do not recognize, and 
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all of it acquired through the many years I* 
have been intimately associated in various 
capacities and assignments, with the beef 
cattle business. And so I do not wish to give 
the impression of one who knows all the an- 
swers and speaks with an air of finality. 
What I am attempting to do, each of you 
can and indeed must do, it seems to me, if 
progeny and performance testing is to be 
understood and assume its proper place in 
shaping the destiny of this great industry. 
All of us need to seek the truth and to deal 
objectively with ALL the facts before draw- 
ing conclusions or expressing opinions. 

In preparing for this assignment, I have 
studied the literature pertaining to beef cat- 
tle breeding, and to progeny and perform- 
ance testing, not only of beef cattle but of 
dairy cattle, sheep, hogs, horses, and poul- 
try. I have re-read many classic papers and 
reports, and have tried to bring myself up- 
to-date on more recent developments. I did 
not understand all that I read, and in some 
cases I found it difficult to believe all that 
was written. Fortunately, perhaps, a great 
many of the details already have been 
erased from my memory. From the broad 
outlines of these searchings and the rich ex- 
periences which I cherish, I have tried to 
distill a few thoughts— my philosophy on 
this subject. In sharing these thoughts with 
you, I seek neither to argue nor to gain ac- 
claim. I shall be satisfied if I have stimu- 
lated the thinking of a few cattlemen, and 
have contributed to better understanding 
among cattlemen, research workers, and 
others having diverse responsibilities in the 
beef cattle industry. 

One thing more, by the way of introduc- 
tion. It is not my intent to review the litera- 
ture on progeny and performance testing. 
Data are available in published reports. 
Recommendations concerning testing pro- 
grams likewise are available in printed form 
and have been explained repeatedly by ex- 
tension workers and others. You here today 
have just heard excellent discussions of the 
beef cattle breeding and improvement pro- 
gram being promoted in Texas. I assume, 
therefore, that you are familiar with rec- 
ommendations based on research informa-

tion, and that you have heard a few objec- 
tions raised by those who are sincerely 
skeptical of the program as carried out thus 
far. 

But to make certain that we are thinking 
along the same lines as We proceed with this 
discussion, I should like to try to tell you 
what progeny and performance testing 
means to me, First and foremost I think it 
means an objective evaluation of perform- 
ance with a view of making beef cattle pro- 
duction more efficient. More specifically, 
beef cattle progeny and performance test- 
ing means weights of animals, accurately 
determined and recorded in an orderly man- 
ner with these weights and analyses thereof, 
being used to select herd sires and replace- 
ment females. 

Emphasis in a testing program is shifted 
from unrecorded visual appraisals of con- 
formation and type, and estimates of size, 
conformation, and weight, to birth weights, 
weaning weights, daily gains, etc., duly 
recorded for permanent record for use in 
breeding programs based on principles and 
procedures developed through research. 

Progeny and performance testing is not 
limited to weights although, in the thinking 
of cattlemen generally, it has become asso- 
ciated with size and weight to such an ex- 
tent that other aspects of the program fre- 
quently are forgotten or overlooked. 

Other objective measurements can be and 
frequently are recorded in connection with 
progeny and performance testing programs. 
For example, body measurements, dressing 
percentages, cut out values, carcass weights, 
grades, and measurements, all have been 
used to a greater or lesser extent by various 
research workers. Likewise, calving percent- 
age, longevity, and other traits and charac- 
teristics are being given various degrees of 
emphasis. Subjective appraisals of type and 
conformation also are being given numerical 
values and made a part of the performance 
testing records. 

Yet to many breeders of purebred beef 
cattle, scales and the weights taken on them 
are the sole symbols of progeny and per- 
formance testing. To them, quality, as sym-

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Ar a recent sale which I attended, the 
cattle, around one hundred and fifty of 
them, moved through the ring like clock- 
work. From the start to the finish, there 
Was not a second’s delay. As a matter of 
fact, the animals passed through the ring 
so systematically and were sold so prompt- 
ly that this large number was sold at satis- 
factory prices in just under five hours time. 
In every instance, each animal to be sold 


was entering the sale arena as its predeces- 
sor Was going through the gate on the other 
side. There was no excitement and no an- 
imal even appeared uneasy while in the ring 
despite all the noise and excitement that is 
common to an auction ring. And this was 
true despite the fact that a number of the 
females had young calves and also that quite 
a proportion of the offering was made up 
of young animals which had never before 
been exposed to crowds and noise. 

It really seemed to me, as I watched this 
sale as an interested observer, that the an- 
imals entered into the spirit of the event 
and were behaving with the view of doing 
their part to upholding the herd’s proud rec- 
ord, That they felt they were representing 
the many past achievements of the herd, 
both in the showring and in the auction ring. 
Of course, I know that most people will dis- 
agree with me in my idea that any animal 
possesses the kind of intelligence such be- 
havior would represent. But nevertheless, 
they must agree if they have had any 
worthwhile experience in handling domestic 
animals, that there is a vast difference in 
the behavior of some in comparison to 
others. 

After the sale I have just mentioned was 
over, I heard any number of people remark 
about the efficiency of the whole sale oper- 
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ation and make particular reference to the 
part that the animals played in it. They 
wondered why these animals behaved so 
much better than some others they had seen 
under similar circumstances. Having, for a 
great many years, observed the operation of 
the herd which held this sale, and being 
familiar with the methods used in handling 
the cattle, it was not difficult for me to 
explain to anyone who mentioned the sub- 
ject why these animals were so well behaved. 

I knew that the founder of the herd and 
present owner had always insisted on his 
animals being handled kindly and quietly. 
That from almost their infancy the calves 
learned that they were going to receive kind 
treatment and that there was no reason for 
them to fear the people who were looking

after them, or anyone else for that matter, 
because they were always treated with kind- 
ness and consideration. I knew that some 
one went through the herd in the pastures 
every day and saw that everything was all 
right and that the young calves were provid- 
ed with feed in their creeps. I knew that by 
becoming accustomed to seeing the people 
who cared for them, as well as often times 
visitors, that the calves soon learned to have 
no fear of human beings. And when weaning 
time came, it required but little effort to 
teach them to recognize the halter and re- 
spond to leading and other necessary hand- 
ling. Under these conditions they readily 
became the pets of their caretakers, And in 
this particular herd, it was the custom to 
employ people who did have a more or less 
love for livestock and who took satisfaction 
in properly caring for it. After several 
weeks of being tied for a time each day and 
taught to otherwise respond to the halter, 
these animals never forgot this experience 
and were ever after amenable to being han- 
dled. There were probably not many an- 
imals of any age in this whole herd which 
could not be approached in the pasture with 
a halter and led if it were necessary. 

There is another reason for the quiet dis- 
position of the animals in this herd and it 
is that the owner had, at the beginning, 


recognized the fact that inheritance is an 
important factor in the characteristics of 
the offspring. For example, animals vary 
in their dispositions and one possessed of a 
nervous excitable disposition, particularly 
if mated with one carrying the same genes 
that control temper, will transmit these 
qualities to their descendants. Knowing this, 
the owner had always eliminated such an- 
imals from the herd until none but those of 
quiet temperament were usd for production. 
Such a procedure can add measurably to the 
conduct of the animals in the whole herd 
because the high strung, excitable animal 
can cause a lot of at least unpleasant com- 
motion, particularly at a time when un- 
ruly actions can cause the owner the great- 
est embarrassment, such as during a public 
sale. 


I believe that by eliminating the carriers 
of the genes that are responsible for these 
certain characteristics, a herd can be freed 
from them just as dwarfism can be over- 
come by weeding out the carriers of the 
dwarf gene. 


It is beyond argument that animals that 
are quiet and nice to handle give much bet- 
ter response in the way of putting on flesh 
than those which are high strung and irri- 
table, This, in itself, is an important factor 
in getting the best results from the feed 
consumed, All in all, I feel certain that kind 
and thoughtful treatment of our animals 
from the time they are born pays good 
dividends from a financial standpoint to say 
nothing of the satisfaction it gives one to 
work with such animals. 


There is still another phase of animal pro- 
duction which has much to do with the ulti- 
mate results they give their owners. And 
this is the question of feed. Having had a 
long experience in fitting show cattle, I 
realize the harm that can be done by im- 
proper feeding methods, particularly from 
over-feeding, feeding them off their feet as 
is a common remark among fitters. But as 
much damage as can be done by over-feed- 
ing, I believe it amounts to far less than the 
losses to owners from under-feeding which 
sometimes amourits to practically starvation 
diets. It has often been a puzzle to me why 
some people will pay high prices for fine 
animals and then iet them go hungry for 
want of even good pasture. As a matter of 
fact, outside of developing young animals 
and for feeding cattle for show and sale, 
real good pasture is all that is required to 
maintain animals in a thrifty condition, a 
condition in which they will develop muscle 
and sufficient fat to make them look well 
and make a good appearance, There seems 
to be a tendency on the part of some, how- 
ever, instead of having only enough animals, 
to have twice as many as their pastures are 
capable of feeding properly, Instead of hav- 
ing a good growth of grass at all times, they 
seem to think best to have enough animals 
on a given acreage to keep it very closely 
grazed with the result that the animals are

Tue PHENOMENAL GROWTH of the Angus breed in North 
America has been a joint effort of breeders in both the United 
States and Canada. The first Angus cattle of record came to the 
Dominion in 1876. In the 1880’s the herds of Mossom Boyd and 
Geary Brothers were prominent in Canadian show rings. Later 
James D, McGregor founded the famous Glencarnock herd in Mani- 
toba. The movement of breeding cattle from Canada to the United 
States, and from the States to the Dominion, has been a valuable 
contribution to the over-all quality of the Doddies today found in 
both countries. 


Our story here concerns the establishment, growth and develop- 
ment of some of Canada’s leading herds of today. The Edwards 
Brothers’ Anoka Farms, Don Head Farms, Kinghaven Farms, Wind- 
fields Farm, Wynyates Farms and Gladmere Farm will be included 
in the following paragraphs, our first tour of the Dominion. We 
might mention briefly that Prospect Farms, owned by D, B. Weldon 
and Son at Lendon, Ontario, recently purchased the highest price 
female to come into Canada, White Gates Juana Erica 2d from 
Panther Ledge for $19,500. They also own the dam of Prospect- 
mere, highest price individual beef bull to leave Canada. Prospect- 
mere was bred by Anoka Farms and sold in dam to Prospect Farms, 
later to be purchased by Anoka and shown to many championships 
by the Edwards Brothers. He was later sold for $35,000 to Sinkola 
Plantation in Georgia . . . but more of him in the Anoka Farms 
story. 


ANOKA FARMS.... 


Anoka Farms has long been one of the guide posts of the Angus 
breed in North America. From the pastures to the show ring the 
Edwards Brothers have bred and shown champions from the dis- 
trict fairs all the way up to the famed Chicago International. 
Anoka Farms is the story of a meager beginning which turned into 
one of the great herds of the country. 


Standouts in the Anoka Farms herd books are such champions 
SEPTEMBER 1956 
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as Blackbird Bandolier of Page, Bandolier of Anoka, Prospectmere 
and, of course, Bandolier of Anoka 6th, the 1937 International Grand 
Champion bull. Ranking among the females are Georgina of Aber- 
lour 5th, Lucy of Eldorado 3d, Black Jestress of Anoka 8th, Ellen 
Erica of Anoka, Barbara McHenry 52d, and the famed Barbara of 
Rosemere 47th probably one of the greatest cows of the Edwards 
brothers herd. 

F, W. Crawford, secretary of the Canadian Aberdeen-Angus As- 
sociation for twenty-five years, recently wrote on the Anoka fam- 
ilies and herd sires: 


“In these days of an enlightened approach to the breeding busi- 


ness, the female line is not stressed as much as it was thirty years 
ago. As a result, outstanding animals by good sires and with strong

sire tops on their pedigrees have been appraised for their true 
worth notwithstanding the fact that, in some cases, the female line 
did not trace to a popular family. However, it is still true that 
family is of importance if it is properly considered and very often 
a family line is of great importance because it may reveal the work 
of some great breeder or group of breeders. 

“All the strains developed at Anoka represent the best families 
of the breed. They include—two branches of the McHenry Barbara 
family; the ‘Barbara Rose’ tracing to Barbara of Rosemere 47th 
and the ‘Anoka Barbaras’ tracing to Barbara McHenry 52d; 
‘Blackcap Bessies’ tracing to a daughter of Blackcap Revolution; 
‘Portlethen Lucys’ tracing to daughters of Middlebrook Prince 33d 
and George of Aberlour 2d, which trace to Idolmere 5th, a son of 
Oakville Quiet Lad; ‘Black Jestress’ from Heatherbrook; ‘Geor- 
ginas’ from Aberlour, all descended from one of the most remark- 
able show cows of the breed; ‘Ellen Ericas’ from one of the most 
successful breeding strains of the great Ballindalloch Erica family; 
‘Blackbirds’ descended from a daughter of Earl Marshall; ‘Miss 
Burgess’ from Glencarnock; ‘Blackcaps’, ‘Morning Calls’, and im- 
ported ‘Ruth’ and a ‘Witch of Endor.’ The females from all of 
these families have been mated with line-bred Bandolier bulls, and 
the uniformity of type for which Anoka-bred cattle are famous is 
to be found in every strain that has been developed. 

“The first sire at Anoka was Queenmere 32d and owing to the 
great merit of his successor he has not received the credit that 
should have been his. Four of his daughters out of Earl Marshall 
dams turned out to be among the most successful producing cows 
when mated with Blackbird Bandolier of Page when he arrived on 
the scene to become the chief herd sire at Anoka. Blackbird Bando- 
lier of Page was chief herd sire from the time of his purchase at 
the end of 1928 until his death and, although the great part that 
he would play in breed development on this continent could not be 
foreseen in the early years of his use at Anoka, it very soon be- 
came apparent that he was much more than just another good bull. 
His calves were good and he was a show bull of merit . . . Bandolier 
of Anoka 6th was, judged by his achievements in the show ring, his 
most illustrious son, but he was only used for a short period before 
he was sold to Brandy Rock for a high price. He was placed first 
and champion on many occasions, but he reached his peak in his 
two-year-old form in 1937 . . . when he was Grand Champion bull 
of the International. 
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“Bandolier of Anoka 10th (a full brother to the ‘6th’) followed 
in the Champion’s footsteps. He was used as a breeder more ex- 
tensively than any other son of Blackbird Bandolier of Page .. . 
and one of two song out of Barbara of Rosemere 47th by the old 
bull.” 

Other bulls being used during later years in the Anoka herd are 
Prince Bandolier 7th, purchased from Witham Farms; Prospect- 
mere, a bull bred by Edwards brothers but calved the property of 
Prospect Farms; and Anokamere 15th, a top young herd sire by 
Anokamere 10th by Eileenmere 1000th, the sire of Prospectmere. 
Prince Bandolier 7th is by Blackcap Grenadier G. R. 10th, by Black 
Bardolier by Bandolier of Anoka and he is out of a Pridemere dam 
who traces back to Blackbird Bandolier of Page. One of his sons, 
Bandolier of Anoka 78th is now serving in the herd. 


Prospectmere, as mentioned, was sired by Eileenmere 1000th, a 
bull leased from J. Garrett Tolan Farms and used on some twenty 
head of intensely bred Bandolier line-bred cows. Mated to Craven’s 
Revolution Flora he produced Prospectmere, who recently sold to 
Sinkola Plantation along with a number of Anoka Farm herd cows 
as the highest price beef bull ever to leave the Dominion. 


Anokamere 15th is by Anokamere 10th, a bull which the Ed- 
wards Brothers sold to Marydale Farms several years ago. The 
“15th” is out of Barbara Rose of Anoka 18th an own daughter of 
Blackbird Bandolier of Page. Anokamere 10th is by Eileenmere 
1000th out of Barbara M. of Anoka 8th. 

Anoka Farms is a partnership between brothers Alex and Don 
Edwards, each owning separate farms but operating together. The 
Anoka herd was orginally founded in the early 1920’s with Alex and 
his older brother, Alan, in partnership. In 1936 Alex took over 
Alan’s interests and Don came into the firm as the second partner. 
Together the two men continued to build what Alan and Alex had 
started and today can proudly acknowledge one of the fine herds 
of the land.

Most recent highlights of the Anoka operation were the sale of 
Prospectmere to Sinkola for $35,000 and the sale of Barbara M of 
Anoka 33d to L. V. Wright of Streetsville, Ontario . . . highest 
price beef cow to sell in Canada for $12,500. She was Supreme 
Champion at the Toronto Royal Winter Fair last fall. 

The original Anoka Farms are located near Watford, where Don 
and his family live, while newest of the farms, where Alex and 
family reside, is near Arva, just five miles north of London, On- 
tario. This farm was purchased in 1946. Proof of the type of job 
being done was Anoka Farms’ awards last year at the Toronto 
Royal where the Edwards Brothers were named Premier Breeders 
and Premier Exhibitors of the Angus show.

the chicken business in 1918, with $60 and a lot of ambition, devel- 
oped into the hatchery business, bought farm land and traded chick- 
ens for a Holstein cow to find himself in the dairy business. 
Albert Seiling is still in the hatchery business but has shifted 
from Holsteins to beef breeding and Aberdeen-Angus. His Holstein 
herd, however, won numerous records in production, having the only 
cow in the world to produce four consecutive 1,200 pound butterfat 
records and the world’s record three-year-old for both milk and fat. 
Angus, however, have taken over the spotlight on Gladmere 
Farm with the first Doddies coming from Dr. L. G. Hagmeier. The 
herd today represents all lines of breeding including daughters of 
Prince Eric of Sunbeam, Prince Sunbeam 328th, Homeplace Eileen- 
mere 687th, Homeplace Eileenmere 375th, (Please turn to page 196

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The Ontario Red Triangle Reef As- 
sociation was founded in 1933 with 
the idea of developing, at the lowest 
possible cost, a higher grade of beef 
for a special trade. The regular 
brands of Canadian beef include Red 
Brand, Blue Brand and Commercial. 
The Red Triangle brand, therefore, 
has been established as a “Premium” 
brand between producer and retailer, 
specially graded by Canada Packers, 
Limited. 


The Ontario Red Triangle Beef Associa- 
tion has its beginning back in the early 
thirties and embraced the counties of Lamb- 
ton and Kent. Favored by a rich productive 
soil, together with a mild climate due to the 
nearness of three lakes, with a latitude com- 
parable to Southern France and Northern 
California, it is especially well-adapted for 
the growing of cash crops—sugar beets, 
tobacco, soybeans, white field beans, seed 
corn, canning crops and early vegetables. 
It is also one of the leading counties in 
Ontario in acreage and yield of Fall wheat 

over 2% million bushels in 1951. 

Over the years, the farmers in both Kent 
and Lambton, have been concerned with the 
problem of maintaining the productive ca- 
pacity of their land—an obvious one in 
areas devoted to producing cash crop. An- 
other matter, while of less significance, was 
the profitable disposal of by-products. In 
this connection, it was recognized that live 
stock, especially ruminants, could play an 
important role. It would not only afford an 
outlet for available farm residue, but it 
would also go hand in hand with an increase 
in grass and legume crops, a solid base for 
improving soil fertility, and further, it 
would mean an increasing supply of farm- 
yard manure. 

For a number of years previous to the 
introduction of Angus cattle, the practice 
had been to purchase Western steers for 
winter feeding. The draw-back to this was 
its speculative feature. As one operator put 
it, “We would have $10,000 or more invested 
in cattle in October and November (too 
often the banks’ money), without an as- 
surance of what they would return the fol- 
lowing spring.” 

The Ontario Red Triangle Beef Associa- 
tion was born of adversity in the tough 
times in the “thirties.” The economy of 
raising cattle on a cow and calf basis in 
preference to buying Western steers for the 
lot, was the thought in mind. The 
statement from C. H. Wilson, 
Charing Cross, who has been closely linked 
with the Association since its inception in 
1933. 
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The promotion and development of top quality beef such as that pictured above is the purpose behind the Red 


Triangle Beef Association . . 


. an organization of breeders and feeders of commercial beef. 


President of the 


Association, Harold Huffman of Blenheim, Ontario, is pictured with the steers. 


The idea was conceived by the late How- 
ard Fraleigh, of Forest, Lambton County, a 
man with initiative, imagination and energy. 
He went to New York State to look over a 
program in operation at Briarcliff Farms, 
established by the late Oakley Thorn at 
Pine Plains and managed by the late Wil- 
liam Pew, with the object of exploring the 
possibility of producing, with the use of 
Aberdeen-Angus, cattle of high quality 
yielding light weight carcasses (a grade of 
beef that was growing in popularity at that 
time and derived from a class of cattle com- 
monly called “Baby Beef” or “Fed Calves”

for a discriminating trade in the City of 
New York). This had turned out to be a 
highly successful venture and Mr, Fraleigh 
came away with the opinion that a similar 
scheme would fit into the situation in South 
Western Ontario. 

Mr. Fraleigh made his initial purchase in 
1933. This included 75 young registered in- 
calf Angus females from Alberta, at an 
average price of $75 per head. They were 
serviceable brood cows although possessing 
nothing fancy in the way of breeding. The 
following year C. H. Wilson brought in two 
more carloads from the same source. 

Mr. Fraleigh realized there were two 
major aspects to his idea: (a) the produc- 
tion of high grade beef at the lowest pos- 
sible cost; (b) the development of a special 
market for the product. He had already de- 
termined that the best type of cattle for 
his purpose was the Aberdeen-Angus breed. 

S. E. Todd of the Industrial and Develop- 
ment Council of Canadian Meat Packers, 
who was also a neighbor of Mr. Fraleigh’s 
at Forest, was closely in touch with his 
thoughts and plans from their inception.

Alex Hall, of Canada Packers Ltd., worked 
out a plan for taking Mr. Fraleigh’s cattle 
on consignment and handling them for a 
service charge. The beef was sold to re-

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Story of the Royal Winter Fair... 


Canada’s National Show 


Canada’s early settlers established in their adopted country 
many of the institutions that had been functioning in their native 
lands, Their first acts upon arriving in this new country included 
the erection of churches and schools. Later they organized fairs at 
which the products of their small plots of cleared land could be 
displayed. In fact the first fair in Upper Canada was held in the 
Niagara Peninsula in 1792. As a result of this humble effort fairs 
were organized in other parts of the province, and as the country 
became more widely settled, in other parts of Canada. 

The next step in the evolution of fairs involved the establish- 
ment of provincial summer fairs such as the Canadian National 
Exhibition at Toronto, and the Western Fair at London. Although 
these fairs attracted exhibits from all sections of the province in 
which they were located they did not have a national appeal. Con- 
sequently early in the present century it became obvious to those 
who had the interest of Canadian agriculture at heart that there 
was an urgent need for a fair which would provide competition for 
the best live stock and agricultural products of the Dominion. 


The agitation for such a show originated with the Canadian live 
stock associations. Eventually in 1912 a committee was appointed 
to survey the situation. The hopes of this committee were thwarted 
by the outbreak of World War I. However in 1917 when it became 
apparent that the allied armies would be victorious the Committee 
went to work in earnest. In the interval a great deal of solid think- 
ing and planning had been done by the late George Pepper of 
Toronto, a prominent light horse judge and fancier. Thus he was 
able to present a fairly detailed plan to the Committee comprised 
of Wm. Smith M, P., Columbus, a breeder of Clydesdale horses; 
Jos. E, Brethour of Burford, a man who achieved an international 
reputation in the production of Yorkshire hogs; John Gardhouse of 
Weston, a breeder of Shorthorn cattle and a heavy horse enthusiast; 
John McKee of Norwich, a prominent Ayrshire breeder; J. D. Brien 
of Ridgetown, a breeder of Shorthorn cattle and Berkshire hogs; 
Wm. McNeil of London, a poultry enthusiast and W. A. Dryden, a 
Shorthorn breeder of world-wide repute. 


On February 22, 1918, this committee submitted its plan to a 
meeting of 48 accredited delegates representing the organizations 
that had displayed an interest in the establishment of a national 
fair. This plan called for the erection of a plant that would accom- 
modate 700 horses, 800 beef cattle, 600 dairy cattle, 1000 sheep, 
1000 hogs and 10,000 poultry. Time has shown that these estimates 
were entirely too low—by 1955, entries had increased to the point 
where steers alone accounted for more than one-half the number of 
beef cattle, and Holsteins well over 50 per cent of the dairy cattle, 
envisaged in the original plan. 

Apparently all new enterprises which offer promise of success 
sooner or later encounter obstacles. The first contentious point 
which this embryonic organization had to settle arose when the 
delegates met to select a permanent site for the fair. A canvass of 
the situation revealed that three cities were in the running namely, 
Toronto, Hamilton and London, The claims of the latter City were 
soon dismissed on account of its location—London being somewhat 
removed from the geographical centre of the central province of 
Ontario. However the other two Cities had many ardent supporters. 
When the issue was submitted to the delegates the vote was 18 for 
Hamilton and an equal number for Toronto. The chairman W. A. 


By W. P. Watson, Live Stock Commissioner, Ontario Depart- 
ment of Agriculture (Mr, Watson has been a director of the Royal 
since 1948, managed the 1948 Royal Fair and was elected to the 
executive committee last year). 
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Dryden, who later became the Fair’s first President, cast the de- 
ciding vote in favour of the latter city, thus the Queen City was 
chosen ag the permanent location of Canada’s national show. 


Financing such an enterprise also presented a problem, Never- 
theless governments, both civic, provincial and national, realized 
their responsibility and supported the committee in a generous 
fashion. Generally speaking, the original buildings and all addi- 
tions have been financed by equal contributions from the City of 
Toronto, and the governments of Ontario and Canada. The owner- 
ship of the buildings is vested in the City, thus it is saddled with 
their upkeep. Although the City is obliged to make these buildings 
available, without charge, for the staging of the show, it is permit- 
ted to recover its maintenance costs by renting them for other 
events such as the Sportsman’s Show and for many years, the In- 
ternational Trade Fair. 


The buildings are located on City property used by the Canadian 
National Exhibition. A large arena capable of seating approximate- 
ly 10,000 people, forms the central structure. Large annexes used 
for displaying commercial exhibits, the flower and seed shows and 
the poultry show are located on each side. Beyond the west annex 
lies the horse palace, while the cattle pavilion is situated immediate- 
ly east of the east annex. At present both horses and cattle are 
exhibited in the main arena. The sheep and swine, each with a 
separate building, are housed at the extreme east end of the group 
of permanent buildings and the entries in these divisions are shown 
in a special judging arena, conveniently located with respect to the 
buildings in which they are housed. 


The building program which started with the main arena in 
1921 was completed in 1931 with the erection of the horse palace. 
In the intervening years the frame buildings belonging to the 
Canadian National Exhibition were used for housing the live stock. 
With the completion of the horse palace the structures used for the 
fair covered 22 acres, all parts of which can be reached without it 
being necessary to step outside. 


It was planned to stage the first fair in 1921. However about a 
month before the scheduled date it became necessary to cancel the 
show on account of failure of the contractor to complete the arena. 
Consequently the first fair was held in November 1922 and fairs 
were held during that month in each succeeding year until 1938. 
With the outbreak of World War II in September 1939 the build- 
ings were commandered by the Military Authorities and were oc- 
cupied by troops throughout the war years. The fair was resumed 
in 1946 and has been held annually ever since. Thus the 27th Royal 
Agricultural Winter Fair was staged in 1955, Although this marks 
it as a comparatively young enterprise, nearly all of the devoted 
band of agriculturists who promoted this venture, including all 
members of the original committee are now deceased. 


It is of more than passing interest to recount that the original 
charter was issued in 1919 in the name of “The Agricultural Winter 
Fair Association of Canada”. However shortly thereafter rep- 
resentation was made through the proper authorities to His Majesty 
King George V for permission to use the word “Royal” and when 
ke graciously consented to this request the name was changed to 
“The Royal Agricultural Winter Fair”. The fair has continued to 
enjoy the patronage of each succeeding British Monarch and every 
year the Governor-General, the reigning soverign’s representative 
in Canada, has graced the fair with his presence. 

From the outset the fair has featured competitive classes for all 
classes of agricultural products and has attracted exhibits from 
every province of the Dominion. (Please turn to page 184

Highland Stock Farms, Ltd., of Calgary, Alberta, was founded 
some 22 years ago and is owned by Charles and Donald Matthews, 
a father and son combination. As one of the leading herds in west- 
ern Canada, it has developed around a sound breeding program that 
is based on an Earl Marshall foundation. 


The original foundation females came from the herds of Sam 
Henderson’s Heatherbrook Farms at Lacombe; C. H. Richardson at 
Bowden; R. R. Buchanan, Pincher Creek; and F. R. Cathro of 
Calgary. From time to time, other good females have been added 


both privately and through various sales. 

With some 200 brood females, Highland Stock Farms ranks as 
one of the largest Angus herds in the Dominion . . . holding an 
annual production sale each June. Some of the major families rep- 
resented in the herd include Anoka Barbara Rose, Pride of Aber- 
deen, Ballindalloch Georgina, McHenry Barbara, Bosta Blackbird, 
Erica, Blackeap, Blackbird and Tolan Blackcap among others. 

Herd bulls generally follow the Earl Marshall strain through 
Bandolier and Sunbeam breeding along with a later addition of Ei- 
leenmere. Herd sires in service are Bandolier of Anoka W., High- 
land’s Bandolier 95th, Highland Eileenmere, Bar Prince of Wilmae 
2d, Highland General George and Highland Eric Bardolier 3d. 

Bandolier of Anoka W. is newest of the herd bulls having been 
purchased from Anoka Farms in the 1954 Sale of the Stars at the 
Toronto Royal Winter Fair. He is sired by Bandolier of Anoka 
78th, a grandson of Blackcap Grenadier G. R. 10th that was three 
times Grand Champion of the Western Fair in London, Ontario, 
twice Grand Champion at the Canadian National Exhibition and 
Reserve Grand Champion at the Royal Winter Fair in 1952. Ban- 
dolier of Anoka W. is out of a doublebred granddaughter of Black- 
bird Bandolier of Page. His calves are showing excellent promise. 

Also sharing in the herd siring duties is Highlands Bandolier 
95th, a son of the $55,000 Tolan’s Bandolier who is now one of the 
top herd sires at Windfields Farms near Toronto. Tolan’s Bandolier 
is by the famed Eva’s Bandolier Lad, the bull that was responsible 
for Bardoliermere 2d, sire of the (Please turn to page 190

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The biography of Roy Ballhorn and the history of Woodlawn 
Stock Farm goes back to 1919 when Roy purchased his first regis- 
tered Angus females. For several years prior to that time, how- 
ever, he had been engaged in a farm program of commercial cross- 
breeding using an Angus bull on Shorthorn cows. When Roy later 
decided to enter the purebred business he chose Angus , . . because 
of their cross-breeding qualities, their lack of horns and their record 
of show ring achievement. 

The first 10 heifers in the Woodlawn herd came from Joe Capron 
of Black Falds, Alberta, with the first bull coming from Sam Hen- 
derson of Lacombe, Alberta. Other heifers were added later and 
are still being added from time to time from the various production 
sales and association sale both in the Dominion and in the States. 
Some of the first bulls to see service in the Woodlawn herd came 
from the McGregor herd at Brandon with one from the late Harry 
Leader. The Leader bull was Northlane Bardcap 2d, a grandson of 
Blackeap Bard out of a dam who was champion at the Toronto 
Royal Winter Fair. 

Northlane Bardcap 2d saw considerable service in the herd along 
with Banff Blackcap, a son of Postelmere which Roy purchased 
from Lewis Pierce at the Show Window sale in Chicago. Several 
sons by these bulls were used in the Woodlawn herd including two 
outstanding sires, Woodlawn Hero 6th and his son, Woodlawn Ban- 
dolier, Grand Champion bull at the 1942 Calgary bull sale. Another 
offspring, Woodlawn Bandolier 10th proved to be an excellent breed- 
ing bull. Also seeing service in the herd was Blackcap Barron of 
Page 14th, purchased from Hartley Stock Farm at Page, N. D. 


In 1952 Roy attended the National Western at Denver and pur- 
chased the Grand Champion sale bull of the show that year, Har- 
ken’s Bell Boy 92d, by Duchess’ Bell Boy, consigned by Bill Ackard 
of the Ackard Land and Cattle Company. Harken’s Bell Boy 92d 
proved a highly satisfactory breeder giving Woodlawn the 1955 
Grand Champion bull at the Calgary (Please turn to page 193

MISSED HIM! 


In our report of the Central Mis- 
souri Association’s 17th annual sale 
the name and price of the top bull was 
omitted from the copy received by us.

In talking over the cattle and breeding 
program with Dave Canning the thinking 
back of past and future herd activities was 
brought up. “Actuaily the herd is an inter- 
weaving of all lines of breeding,” Dave 
pointed out. “No emphasis has been placed 
on particular families or strains, but rather 
on individual worth and with that good an- 
imal we have tried to get as much breeding 
as possible.” But one thing has been em- 
phasized at Sugar Loaf in foundation cow 
selection—‘we are trying to get them with 
the right kind of hind leg under them.” 


It was back in 1940 that Dave Canning 
first came to Virginia with a shipment of 
cattle from his native North Dakota. He 
stayed on, as a $60 a month herdsman, grad- 
uated to the secretaryship of the Virginia 
Angus Association, and to.sale management 
and consultant work combined with a farm 
and herd of his own. And people laugh at 
Horatio Alger stories! 


There 1,100 acres in Sugar Loaf 
Farms. They are scenic and productive acres. 
The land is of limestone derivation and runs 
from rolling to rough, Dave explains that 
row crop production has been largely given 
up in favor of more and better forage pro- 
duction. “It takes a lot less machinery when 
you concentrate on grass and hay,” Dave 
pointed out. “The machinery inventory on 
the farm is just $8,000.” 


are 


When the farm was acquired a few years 
ago fertility was down due to heavy stock- 
ing. Although it is a natural limestone soil 
a light liming was given the pastures and 
2-12-12 fertilizer applied. No reseeding was 
done. The lush grass and clover we saw was 
the result of the pastures “coming back” 
with the restoration of needed soil elements. 
Dave is a great believer in helping native 
blue grass and white clover get a chance, 
rather than re-working the land and putting 
in newer pasture mixtures. “These native 
grasses have the strength and quality to 
pack on growth and pounds if you just give 
them a chance.” A far part of the 1,100 acre 
farm was visited where mining during 
World War I had left the land in a rough 
and non-usable condition. Some judicious 
bulldozing has healed the scars and the lime 
and fertilizer treatment has produced an 
amazing growth of grass in just a short 
time. 

“T guess building back land is my only 
hobby,” the ex-North Dakotan said, “I cer- 
tainly get a kick out of taking a wornout 
field, giving it some treatment, and then 
sitting back and watching nature take over.” 

Aiding in the process of letting nature 
heal the scars of erosion, over-grazing and 
mismanagement has been the program of 
hauling feed in the winter to bare hillsides 
and letting the cattle eat away from the 
buildings, The combination of droppings and 
the mulch from the uneaten feed has re- 


stored the grass on these previously barren 
tracts. And again without seeding. 

Any top livestock farm is a combination 
of good grass and good water. Every pas- 
ture on Sugar Loaf has a stream or spring 
to supply fresh water. Even in the recent 
dry years this water was available. There 
are no wells on the farm for the livestock. 
Even the water for the main house is pump- 
ed from a spring. 

The large amount of grazing available at 
Sugar Loaf most months in the year was 
responsible for the start of the nationally 
known flock of Suffolk sheep now under the 
banner of Marion Harper, Jr. & Sons. In 
the flock are two International grand cham- 
pion rams of the 1953 and 1955 shows, re- 
spectively, and the 1954 and 1955 Interna- 
tional grand champion ewes, Some of the 
high selling sheep of the Suffolk breed have 
come from Sugar Loaf, including the $2,000 
Sugar Loaf Jupiter. 

While admitting that the per-head return 
from sheep is not large most years Dave 
Canning points out that many farms with 
rougher grass land could profitably use a 
flock. “It doesn’t cost much to carry a flock; 
you have both wool and lambs to market. 
And the nice thing about it is the high per- 
centage of twins.” 

Dave also admitted that he may be a little 
old-fashioned on one farm subject—draft 
horses. Sugar Loaf has several superb 
Clydesdale mares. “Darned if I don’t think 
that a lot of livestock farms can still use a 
good draft team or two in the winter to haul 
feed. I get more kick out of a good team of 
horses than from the best tractor made.” 


Perhaps it should have been mentioned 
earlier—the origin of the name Sugar Loaf. 
It comes from a large forested hill north 
and east of the buildings and plainly visible 
for miles. The shape of the hill is regular 
and distinctive—a sugar loaf. 


One of the many interesting and distin- 
guishing features of this Virginia farm is 
the old water mill. The three-story mill 
house was built in the 1790s, The old mill 
ground wheat and corn for the countryside 
for more than a century. While the mill race 
has fallen into disrepair it would not take 
too much work to get the water flowing to 
the mill wheel, which is still usable. All of 
the mill machinery, wooden cog wheels and 
all, is still in the building, although dis- 
manteled, Mr. Harper is planning on re- 
storing the mill to usefullness, It will grind 
feed for the Sugar Loaf Doddies. Near the 
mill is the old brick home of the miller, the 
first building erected on the farm, This has 
been restored and modernized into the farm 
office and Mr. Harper’s living quarters 
when at the farm. 


You ought to visit Sugar Loaf—a most 
interesting and practical Angus farm in a 
beautiful section of the country. The black 
and white of Angus and Suffolks do the 
lush green pastures and present an unfor- 
gettable picture.

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Protein — Builder of Living Cells

As steel is the principle building material of cars, so protein is 
the main structural material of animal bodies, making up about 
1/6 to 1/7 of their weight. Water, fat and minerals are the fillers. 
Life processes are actually the reproduction, growth, maintenance 
and functioning of protein tissue. If it were possible to suddenly 
remove all the protein from an animal body, the water would 
splash out, the fat would pour like oil and most of the minerals 
would appear in the form of mud. 

Only protein is sufficiently complex and versatile to perform 
the miracles of reproduction and growth in both the vegetable and 
animal kingdom. Wherever you see new growth, you know protein 
is involved. 


Our knowledge of protein dates back a long way. Modern 
scientists started to study it about the time of the American Revolu- 
tion, 1775. The word protein was coined in 1839 by the Dutch 
Chemist, Mulder. It was derived from the Greek word proteios 
meaning of the first quality, in recognition of the importance of 
protein as a necessary part of the living cells of plants and ani- 
mals. At that time it was a great mystery how the food or feed 
proteins eaten by humans or animals became transformed into 
muscles and other protein tissue. It is much better understood 
today. 

Since this is the key bio-chemical process in raising beef, it 
deserves careful study. Hay and other feeds contain protein in 
combination with simpler nitrogen compounds plus oils, starches, 
sugars, cellulose, minerals and vitamins. In such form much of it 
is of little value as human food. People need relatively con- 
centrated sources of food protein similar in chemical composition 
to their own bodies. The beef animal serves as a chemical con- 
verter changing abundant feeds into valuable human food. 


This fact was recognized by primitive stockmen who domesti- 
cated the first wild cattle, but the details of how it was done were 
not so obvious. In fact it was not understood until thousands of 
years later. This type of knowledge can be gained only through 
laboratory research carried on by bio-scientists skilled in this type 
of work. 


While beef men have helped feed the scientists, they have in 
turn, piece by piece, pryed the details of protein synthesis from 
Mother Nature’s grasp. There is much yet to be learned, but we 
are Well on the way. 


As I mentioned earlier, proteins are complex and versatile. 
There are literally millions of different kinds of proteins. Some 
protein molecules are probably larger than genes and viruses and 
some less than a hundredth as large, but even the smallest ones 
are giants in the sub-microscopic world of ordinary atoms and 
molecules, Each protein molecule is made up primarily of smaller 
called amino acids. (Pronounced u-me’-no) These amino 
acids in turn are made up of nitrogen, carbon, hydrogen and 
a few of them containing sulfur and iodine.

These amino acids are often called the “building blocks” of 
about 25 of them, each having a technical 
sounding name such as methionine, which we hear about quite fre- 
in regard to its being added to poultry and hog feed.

The first amino acid was isolated in 1810 and the next two 
in 1820. Thirteen were known by 1900. All but the last maverick 
was isolated by 1922, and it was finally roped and branded in 1935. 
The discovery of all these amino acids was a long, hard round-up, 
but it has paid off mighty well. This amino acid works along with 
the discovery of vitamins including B12 and the trace minerals 
have pretty well cleared up the “mysteries” surrounding animal 
and human feeding. 


The energy feeds, that is, starches, sugars, fats, oils and cellu- 
lose are made up of carbon, hydrogen and oxygen. Protein is 
significant in that it also contains nitrogen plus smaller amounts of 
sulfur, iodine and other minerals. Vitamins are microscopic pro- 
moters of body chemistry, and the minerals, including trace min- 
erals, serve in various vital functions. It takes a proper combina- 
tion of all the feed constituents to rafse good beef, as we all know. 


We have read a good deal in recent years about the action 
of a cow’s rumen, the organisms which inhabit it, and how they 
attack coarse cellulose material breaking it down to a usable form. 
The vegetable proteins and simpler nitrogen compounds which the 
feed contain are used by the rumen organisms to build the protein 
tissues of their own cell structures, They can also utilize simple 
forms of nitrogen, such as urea, to help build their body proteins. 


The protein from the bodies of the rumen organisms and the 
feed protein which escaped their attack eventually find their way 
into the cow’s small intestine. This is where most of the protein 
digestion goes on. The protein molecules of the feed and the 
rumen organisms are attacked by another type of protein called 
proteolytic enzymes or protein splitters including pepsin and tryp- 
sin which break them down to the individual amino acids. 


This is a dissolving process most easily seen in progress by 
cutting into the belly of a large fish where you often find smaller 
fish partly dissolved away. The fish scales, meat and other parts 
are primarily protein and the proteolytic enzymes have split them 
down to where they are water soluble amino acids. 


The smallest protein molecules such as insulin will yield about 
100 amino acids and the largest perhaps 10,000 to 20,000. 
Some proteins are made up of only a few of the 25 different 
kinds of amino acids, others contain most of them. As they are 
broken down by the protein splitters, the amino acids are dissolved 
in the liquid in the intestine like sugar dissolved in tea. An amino 
acid is rather small and readily diffuses through the intestinal 
wall into the blood stream. 


The blood stream carries the amino acids to the billions of 
growth sites all over the body, including those where the beef- 
steak is being built. Here they are used to build new protein 
molecules which make up new cells or repair old ones. 


Now the next question is, “How can they do this?” Amino 
acids have a remarkable chemical property in that one end is acid 
and other end is basic. We have all heard that acids react with 
bases like battery acids with soda. The acid end of one amino 
acid will react (join) with the basic end (amino end) of another, 
and so on thus joining hundreds and thousands of amino acids 
together forming gigantic chains which we of course call protein 
molecules. 


To illustrate this, imagine a large group of elephants loose

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in a pen, each representing an amino acid at a growth site. If 
one elephant grabbed his neighbor’s tail and he the next and so 
on, eventually you would have a long chain of elephants. This cor- 
responds to a protein molecule. If some of the elephants had two 
trunks and one tail and others two tails and one trunk, intricate 
patterns could be formed, Some amino acids do have two acid 
groups and others 2 amino groups, and hence can form the in- 
tricate parts of the cells of the body. Other things like phos- 
phates are incorporated into protein also, thus the situation actu- 
ally becomes quite complex inside a living cell. 


There are literally millions of cells in a body requiring an 
unbelievable number of amino acids to build them. The average 
size man for example is made up of about fifty million billion bil- 
lion individual amino acids. Written out it looks like this: 
50,000,000,000,000,000,000,000,000. A large bull contains about 
10 times that many. That may sound like a lot of bull — excuse 
me, I mean amino acids, so if my estimate seems a little off, you 
can always count them for yourself. 


Now you might ask, “How in heaven’s name do that many 
amino acids get hooked up in the proper fashion to make all those 
milions of cells?” The answer, I’ll assure you, is better known 
to the Creator than to anyone here on earth. The genes in each 
living cell, of course, play an important part. They are the original 
pattern. The amino acids diffuse into the cells and are the princi- 
ple building blocks used to reproduce the genes and form the cell 
parts. When enough amino acids are joined together, a new 
protein molecule is completed. 


The rate of destruction of protein molecules in an animal body 
is very rapid so there is actually a tremendous rate of turnover of 
amino acids as the continuous process of building up and breaking 
down goes on throughout the life span. By the use of tagged 
atoms, scientists are able to study these normal body processes. 
Some have estimated that an adult human essentially gets a new 
body every 4 to 6 months, This is why we can repair gravely 
damaged body tissue if we have adequate protein in our focd. 


One of the most remarkable things about the building of new 
protein molecules is the orderliness of the process. The pattern of 
a gene calls for a certain number of each of several different kinds 
of amino acids hooked up in a specific sequence in order to re- 
produce itself, and it will not deviate under ordinary circumstances 
from this pattern. The right building blocks must be on hand or 
it won’t build. 


This answers the question why some feed and food proteins 
are more nutritious than others. A complete or high nutritive qual- 
ity protein furnishes the blood stream with an assortment of 


amino acids more nearly like what’s needed than does an incom- 
plete, unbalanced or low nutritive quality protein. 

If there is a shortage of a certain amino acid at a growth site, 
growth stops until that amino acid shows up. If this occurs in an 
extremely vital tissue the amino acid will be brought in from else- 
where if possible. There is a system of priorities in the body, and 
if need be amino acids will be taken from one protein to build and 
repair another of greater priority. This is what happens in such 
cases as mentioned earlier where the unborn calf was fed from the 
protein tissue of its mother’s body when the feed she ate did not 
furnish enough. On the other hand if one or more amino acids 
are in great excess, they will crowd the growth sites, slow up 
growth and repair and may lead to even greater difficulties. 

Much has been done to work out the amino acid balance in mod- 
ern feeds to do the best job, and I certainly take my hat off to 
those fellows. Some sound basic work has been done on amino 
acids in human nutrition, but we are lagging badly in getting it 
applied in a practical manner at the food store and the dinner 
table. This is hurting the beef industry badly. We need to teach 
folks all about the amino acids of which they are built and how 
good beef furnishes a fine balance of them. 


The reason beef is a wonderfu! source of protein is because 
it is highly digestible and it furnishes an assortment of amino 
acids remarkably similar to those needed by the human body. 
This may all sound very technical and believe me, it is. Beef 
chemistry is protein chemistry and there is no more complex 
chemistry known to man. In spite of all its complexity, it is in- 
tensely interesting. Here we are dealing with the life processes 
themselves. 


The conception, growth and maintenance of a living creature is 
an orderly process. Protein chemistry has taught us this. Each 
atom, each molecule and each cell obey the laws of chemistry and 
physics with the greatest exactness, as do the winds, the tides, the 
planets and all the objects in the universe. This general orderli- 
ness of all things, from those smaller than the finest microscopes 
can see to boundries farther than the greatest telescopes can reach, 
humbles one in its presence. It should teach us a simple funda- 
mental truth: This is an orderly world with simple answers to 
practical problems. We may not know the answers, but they are 
there. We can discover and harness them only if we really under- 
stand the fundamentals of our environment. 


Next month we'll plan to take an overall look at what makes 
up a satisfactory standard of living and see WHY an increase in 
food protein production and distribution is the key to a more abun- 
dant life for all. When this fact is harnessed, it should result in 
more good Angus cattle being raised and fed than ever before.

calves where one is a dwarf and the other 


is normal?” 


In multiple births it is not uncommon to 
find outstanding differences in the off- 
spring. Take for example the brood sow. 
Where part of the litter may be normal, the 
balance may be much smaller and classed as 
under-developed. 

It is an accepted fact that malnutrition is 
responsible. Mothers have been known to 
resorb one or more pigs in gestation due to 
lack of proper nutrition. Runts or dwarf 
pigs are very common. By the same 
or similar conditions, one calf could be nor- 
mal, the other not, even to being a dwarf. 

The final proof of this line of thinking 
can only be found by herd testing. To this 
end we have two years of research work be- 
hind us and up to this point under the pro- 
gram we are using, our efforts have been 
100 per cent effective. To date every calf 
has been normal. The dams that have 
dropped these calves are all registered. 
Everyone has a record of one or more dwarf 
calves. Most of them have had two or three. 
One sire of the calves from many of the 
cows is a sire that produced dwarfs by the 
same matings previously. Another bull used 
is from a blood line recognized as definitely 
hot. His siring record on these cows has 
been free from dwarfs. We are using a 
young bull on other cows in our herd that 
have dropped one dwarf each before coming 
to our herd. The first calf this bull sired be- 
fore coming to us was a dwarf. The bull 
was immediately turned over to us for re- 
search work. 

We feel certain that this bull can be 
cleared and become a valuable sire within 
the next year. We expect to clear the cows 
also. 

At the present time our program is being 
tested in several herds and we in turn will 
make the program available to anyone who 
may wish to use it. 

We invite anyone interested in our work 
to come and inspect our research yards and 
laboratory located at Eagle Grove, Iowa. We 
are dedicated to serve the livestock industry.

Information sheets which include the rules and regulations and 
nomination sheets for the second Kansas Futurity have been sent 
out from the office of John Miller, Topeka.

Flashes 


Ler’s TAKE a close look at what happen- 
ed in Congress this year to see where you 
stand, Many new laws have been enacted, 
and old ones changed, that will have a direct 
bearing on the income position of stockmen. 

Credit is a case in point. You may now 
refinance present indebtedness through 
USDA’s Farmers Home Administration, 
(FHA). Terms require that you be unable 
to get sound refinancing elsewhere. For the 
first time Congress also has cleared the way 
for FHA loans to part-time farmers, Exist- 
ing loan programs of the FHA have been 
liberalized, and made more flexible. A spe- 
cial provision allows real estate loans up to 
$15,000 for improvement or replacement of 
tenant houses on ranches and farms having 
no more than 3 families. Other new credit 
legislation gives producers firmer control 
over the country’s farm credit system, If 
you are thinking about a loan, check with 
your county FHA office for detail. 

Taxes. A change in the tax code is spe- 
cifically aimed at easing the bite on cattle- 
men hit by drought. The amendment to tax 
law now allows you to treat proceeds from 
sales of breeding animals as “involuntary 
conversion,” providing you sell them be- 
cause of drought. Such sales must be in 
excess of what you normally would sell. 

Transportation. Unless the President has 
vetoed the bill which was not expected, you 
now will be protected against artificial in- 
creases in transportation costs. The new 
legislation is the climax of a 3-year fight 
by farm groups to nail down agriculture’s 
trip-lease rights. The government’s Inter- 
state Commerce Commission (ICC), by 
terms of the bill, henceforth will be prevent- 
ed from limiting return hauls by truckers 
of farm products, Protection of agriculture’s 
trip-leasing rights, clearly written into law, 
will guarantee pay loads for trucks on re- 
turn trips. If trip-leasing were abolished as 
a Congressional committee pointed out, “The 
economic loss would be reflected in higher 
prices to consumers or lower prices to farm- 
ers and other producers, or both.” 

Marketing aids. Most cattlemen have in- 
dicated opposition to government price- 
support or subsidy buying of beef, except in 
dire emergency. However, in case the neces- 
sity arises, the USDA now is authorized to 
spend up to $700 million annually to firm up 
markets for perishable commodities, usually 
through government purchases of surpluses 
to be used in school lunches, etc. Amount 
available in the past for such buying has 
been about $200 million yearly.

Social security. Amendments to the so- 
cial security law will have a direct bearing 
on the welfare of almost all cattlemen as 
well as other farmers. New benefits have 
been provided—and you also will have to 
pay a higher social-security tax, effective 
on income earned next year. Your tax will 
go from the present 3% (on annual income 
up to $4,200) to 3 3/8% if you are a farm 
operator—owner, tenant, or sharecropper. 
Tax on wages of hired hands also will go up. 


If you hire farm workers you will with- 
hold 442% of wages for social security, com- 
pared with 4% in the past. Half of the 
amount comes out of the worker’s pay and 
the other half is paid by employers. 

As to benefits, farm wives now become 
eligible for federal insurance payments on 
reaching the age of 62, instead of 65. An- 
other change in the law provides payments 
for people who are totally disabled, starting 
at the age of 50. 

Another change in the law will be of in- 
terest in case you rent some land, Hence- 
forth, rent from land can now be counted as 
part of your income for social security pur- 
poses, providing you take an active part in 
the management of production on the acres 
involved. Rent income may make a lot of 
difference in the size of insurance payments 
after retirement. The higher a man’s in- 
come, up to the maximum $4,200, the great- 
er his benefits after retirement. 

Insurance payment rates under social 
security were not increased by the change 
in the law. They still will be from $30 to 
$108.50 per month for farm operators and 
hired hands, who reach 65 and retire along 
with added benefits for wives (or widows) 
and children. Maximum going to any family 
is $200 per month. 


Bills sometimes make a bigger splash 
when they do not pass than when they do. 
Such is probably the case with legislation 
(S. 1636) which got through the Senate, but 
failed to pass the House. As passed by the 
Senate, the bill proposes “to establish an 
advisory and research committee on hu- 
mane slaughter of livestock and poultry.” 

Significant point is the changes made in 
the bill by the Senate before it was passed. 
In its original form the bill would have com- 
pelled packers to adopt “humane slaughter” 
methods in the case of animals and poultry 
sold across state lines. 


Farm groups opposed this approach, as 
did the USDA, Their arguments were that 
improvement in slaughter methods should 
be voluntary; that compulsicn would do 
more harm than good; and that humane- 
slaughter programs should not be limited 
to animals moving between states, but to 
handling of stock anywhere including on 
ranches and farms. 

Another problem that came up is the obvi- 
ous fact that nobody knows for sure what 
constitutes humane slaughter. Much more 
research will be required. Up shot was 
changes in the Senate-passed bill to remove 
the compulsory provisions, and calling for 
a two-year research program on the problem. 

The House, next year, is expected to go 
along with the Senate on a bill stressing re- 
search on slaughter methods—with results 
of the study eventually deciding what should 
be done to make slaughter more humane. 


Another bill of significance to cattlemen 
which did not pass was legislation to clear 
the way for a 10¢-per-head voluntary 
“checkoff” or deduction from cattlemen’s 
returns. Money thus collected would be used 
to promote sale of more beef across the 
country. 

Officials and lawmakers here are predict- 
ing, despite its failure this year, that such 
legislation will be enacted into law next 
year, The bill was introduced late this year, 
and sponsoring lawmakers, rushing for ad- 
journment, were unable to hear testimony 
of all interested parties. 

Man introducing the bill was Sen. Karl 
Mundt of South Dakota who already has 
said “it will be re-introduced next year.” 
Cosponsors of the legislation were Sen. An- 
drew Schoeppel of Kansas and Sen. Allen 
Ellender of Louisiana, Chairman of the Sen- 
ate Ag, committee. 


Among bills to get through the congres- 
sional mill in the last moments of the ses- 
sion was legislation to put the Great Plains 
program into effect. The new law authorizes 
expenditure of $150 million over the next 
10 years to shift land use in areas of per- 
sistent drought, including parts of Colorado, 
Texas, Kansas, Montana, Nebraska, New 
Mexico, Oklahoma, the Dakotas, and Wyo- 
ming. 

Basic purpose is to keep ranches and 
farms going, and at the same time achieve

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ed to handling cattle have no idea as to how 
much feed is required and as a rule are 
quite apt to under estimate what their an- 
imals should consume in order to do their 
best. I have a distinct recollection of an 
illustration of this which may be interest- 
ing to my readers. Quite a number of years 
ago we shipped a carload of young heifers 
from our Iowa farm to a ranch in a far 
Western state. The buyer explained to me at 
the time that he was inexperienced in the 
cattle business. That he was a city business- 
man and knew very little about agriculture. 
So I sent one of our best men with the cat- 
tle to see that the animals reached their 
destination in good condition and with in- 
structions to explain to our customer the 
best methods for handling them. I did not 
meet this man until several years after this 
as the sale was made by mail order. When 
I did meet him in one of our large Western 
cities a few years later, he invited Mrs. 
Battles and me to spend a weekend at his 
ranch which was quite a distance from his 
home in the city. We arrived there late in 
the evening. It was too dark to see any cat- 
tle as we drove the distance of several miles 
from the highway through his big ranch 
property to his headquarters. But we could 
hear the cattle bawling from every direction 
and I said to our friend, “you must be wean- 
ing calves the way the cows are bawling.” 
He said he did not know as he had not been 
at the ranch for several weeks. This bawling 
continued through the night and the next 
morning I decided to investigate its origin. 
And it did not take long to find what was 
causing it. The cattle were pacing up and 
down the fences looking for more feed. They 
were literally starving because the pastures 
were almost destitute of anything to eat, I 
did not lose any time in telling my friend 
that he would have to supply some extra 
feed and I shall never forget his answer. 
It was, that he thought cattle were supposed 
to do all right on pasture without any sup- 
plementary feed. I said yes, that is true if 
you have good pasture, but you haven’t any 
pasture at all. 

The trouble in this case was that the own- 
er himself was inexperienced and the man 
he had put in charge of his ranch and cattle 
operation was equally inexperienced. Under 
these conditions, it is not difficult to under- 
stand why this operation was going the 
wrong way. And after further looking into 
things on this visit, I found that the lack of 
feed was not the only thing that was wrong, 
but practically everything else was being 
done in a way which was contrary to the 
best interests of the herd. : 

After spending several days with our 
friend, I was able to show him the way to 
properly care for a herd of registered cattle. 
And from then on he began what ultimate- 
ly became an efficient operation. The first 
step was to secure the services of an ex- 
perienced and reliable man. And in my 
opinion, this is of the utmost importance in 
the successful operation of a herd of reg- 
istered livestock.

SIMPLE MOISTURE TEST— 

How can you tell when your grain is in 
a safe moisture range for storage? 

Rodney Tucker, extension agronomist at 
Colorado A & M College, tells about a cheap, 
simple test that will give you a fairly close 
estimate. 

Get a teaspoonful of the chemical, am- 
monium chloride (obtainable at most drug 
stores). Put it in a small, dry bottle with an 
equal amount of grain you’ve threshed out 
by hand. Cap the bottle and shake for a few 
seconds. If the chemical cakes up, it in- 
dicates the wheat has a moisture content 
above 14 percent—and may not be safe for 
shortage. If the chemical doesn’t cake up, 
moisture content is below 14 percent.

Have you ever heard a stockman complain 

that sufficient premium is not paid for mar- 
ket animals to warrant the added cost of 
superior breeding and feeding? Well, I have. 
Just recently a swine producer came into 
my office and told me how his neighbor, 
with market hogs sired by a “cob roller 
boar”, got within 50 cents per hundred as 
much as he received for well-bred, honest- 
to-goodness meat type hogs. “Why”, in- 
quired the progressive but perplexed swine 
producer, “should I produce high quality 
hogs, when there is no profit incentive for 
it?” 

The answer is relatively simple. Over the 
long pull, a producer cannot afford not to 
produce a high quality product; and this 
applies to all stockmen—regardless of the 
class of animals. Low quality products will 
eventually lose out in the market place. 

Let us review some of the lost markets 
for certain farm products and see how we 
lost them! After all, the roots of the present 
lie deep in the past, and historical events 
often help to interpret the present and to 
project into the future. In this respect, the 
livestock industry is no exception. 

Butter: Prior to World War II, each 
man, woman, and child in the U. S. con- 
sumed an average of about 17 pounds of 
butter per year. But reduced supplies and 
cheaper substitutes during the war changed 
all this. As a result, today per capita butter 
consumption is only 9 pounds. 

Pork: Prior to 1930, pork led all meats 
in U. S. per capita consumption and ac- 
counted for 3 per cent of the income spent 
by consumers. But the nation’s swine pro- 
ducers were too little and too late in heed- 
ing consumer preference; in shifting from 
a lard type to a meat type hog. As a result, 
currently consumers are spending only 2 per 
cent of their income for pork—a reduction 
of one-third. 

Lamb: Until 10 years ago, the consump- 
tion of lamb and mutton averaged around 
7 pounds per person. Today, it is only 4% 
pounds, and many meat markets refuse to 
carry such a minor product. 

Cotton: Prior to 1930, we exported 7 to 
9 million bales of cotton annually—rep- 
resenting 60 per cent of the world export 
market. Today, we export only 3% million 
bales, or only 20 per cent of the world ex- 
ports. High U. S. supports priced us out of 
the world market; other countries boosted 
their production and took the export market 
away from us. 


To be sure, some different forces operated 
in the case of each of the above products, 


but one thing was common to all—the mar- 
kets were lost when producers failed to of- 
fer an adequate supply of high quality prod- 
ucts at competitive prices. It will be just so 
with any product, livestock or other. 

Some tips on Silage 

Silage making is one of the three com- 
mon methods of utilizing forage crops; the 
other two methods being pasturing and hay- 
ing. Ensiling is a very old method of pre- 
serving feed. Columbus found that the In- 
dians used pits or trenches in which to store 
their grain, and, centuries earlier in the 
Old World, silos were used as a means of 
preserving both grain and green forage. 

The importance of silage in this country 
is shown by the fact that about 40 million 
tons are made annually. Further, there is 
ample evidence that silage making is on the 
increase. According to the 1950 Census of 
Agriculture, 508,346 U. S. farms had 
614,037 upright silos, and 57,582 U. S. farms 
had 65,871 pit or trench silos. 

Pasturing is the least expensive and the 
most efficient of the three methods of uti- 
lizing forage, but it is seasonal in nature. 
Forage plants generally grow faster in the 
spring and early summer than can be uti- 
lized by normal grazing, and become dor- 
mant in cold weather. 

The surplus forage produced during the 
growing season may be preserved for feed- 
ing during the winter months and other 
periods of pasture scarcity by hay making. 
But weather conditions are not always fa- 
vorable to hay making. Ensiling, on the 
other hand, can be done in inclement weath- 
er. Also, it has the added virtues of suc- 
culence and of preserving a higher propor- 
tion of the nutrients of the plant than can 
be accomplished in hay making, although 
slightly greater cost is generally involved 
than in normal field curing of hay. 

Consciously or unconsciously, those who 
make good silage give attention to the fol- 
lowing points: 

1. Harvest at the proper stage of ma- 
turity. 

2. Cut to proper length. 

3. Control the moisture content of the 
forage. er 

4. Add preservatives (or conditioners) 
when needed. 

5. Distribute and tramp the forage in 
the silo. 

6. Seal or top off the silo. 

If you plan to make silage and if you 
have any doubts as to the value of the

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Jury OF 1956 will long be remembered in 
the fat cattle trade as the real turning point 
for the farmer-feeder. It brought to a halt 
one of the longest price declines in the his- 
tory of the trade. As one feeder put it, with 
a broad satisfying smile, “It does my heart 
good to see these fat cattle come back to 
life.” 

Back to life it came with a “bang.” Prices 
rose so fast that many in the industry said 
it wouldn’t last or that it couldn’t go any 
higher. We cannot forget, however, that the 
basic reason that held fat cattle under pres- 
sure these past months was heavy volume. 
It was a tapering off of receipts that led to 
this upswing. It wasn’t too long ago that 
the big volume of cattle in the feedlots, 
particularly stronger weight steers, was the 
topic of conversation. Feedlots from one 
county to the next, from one state to an- 
other, were all jammed with finished cattle, 
kinds that had long overstayed their time. 
There was also the pressure of record hog 
numbers, Although some weeks’ receipts of 
cattle would show a slight decrease, every- 
one knew that the cattle were out there and 
that they had come, give or take a few 
weeks one way or another. This heavy pres- 
sure on the feeder and producer at time al- 
most seemed endless. 

Just as you would turn on a light in a 
darkroom, these same packed feedlots sud- 
denly became “dry.” The producers had a 
good reason for letting this happen what 
with high cost of corn and taking losses on 
their finished product one month after an- 
other. Emptying of feed lots seemed inevi- 
table. 

The general price level of the steer mar- 
ket in Chicago moved up more than $2.00 
over that of June, one of the sharpest in- 
creases from one month to the next wit- 
nessed in this trade for some time. The 
quality this month ran mostly high good to 
choice with weekly receipts carrying an in- 
creased number of high choice to prime 
steers. These prime offerings carried 
weights above 1300 pounds. 

Prices from one week to the next scored 
advances as much as 50¢ to $2.50, with high 
choice to prime longfed steers taking the 
full advance. Sharpest upturns for the 
month were registered up to $4.00 on the 
better grades, thus widening the compari- 
tively narrow price range which has pre- 
vailed recently. Steers grading low good and 
below late in the month showed little or no 
improvement. 

Prime steers featured the price upswing 
this month, with Angus leading the way. 
The early top was $23.50. The fast boost

raised the peak to $27.60, up $4.10 from 
the low point in July. This was also the 
highest price paid here since May, 1955, The 
peak price was paid for a load of Angus 
steers from a “reputation feedlot” in Lowa. 
It was interesting to note that of the 14 full 
market days in Chicago, Angus steers top- 
ped on 12 of them and that 19 loads brought 
the peak price. 

The bulk of the steers grading high good 
to choice generally sold from $21.00 to 
$22.75. However, late in the period numer- 
ous loads sold well above the $23.50 mark. 
In the final week steers bulked from $22.00 
to $25.50. 

Steers grading low good and below failed 
to follow the higher trend set by the long- 
fed offerings. In fact, late in the month 
these particular kinds had a weaker under- 
tone with some grades showing slight losses. 
Sales for steers lacking in quality and finish 
sold downward from the $21.00 mark, Real 
plain offerings showing grass had to sell in 
the $15.00 column. 

Besides the decrease in the number of 
finished steers in feedlots throughout the 
Corn Belt, that aided in sending prices to 
new seasonal highs, relatively cool weather 
boosted consumer demand for beef at whole- 
sale and retail levels, This, plus a steady 
decline in pork production, beef’s top com- 
petitor over the counters, all contributed to 
the sensational rise in fat cattle. 

Heifers also followed the pattern set by 
steers, with the high choice and prime 
grades showing the most advance. Like 
steers, heifers lacking in quality and finish 


found little or no price change. However, 
the advance on the better kinds of heifers 
was not as sharp as in steers. An early top 
of $22.50 was overshadowed by a late top 
for prime heifers of $25.50. This was a new 
high since April, 1955. It was in lightweight 
heifers lacking in fat and finish that the 
price picture failed to show any improve- 
ment. The bulk of the heifers sold from 
$19.00 to $22.00. Later in the month kinds 
averaging above 850 pounds sold well above 
the $23.50 mark. 

Beef cows and low grade cows finished 
the month with very little change, some 
weakness was evident near the close. Other 
cattle classed showed some changes. Bulls, 
after equaling the highest levels in a year, 
eased off noticeably late as the demand nar- 
rowed somewhat. The early top on this class 
was $16.50 for weighty bolognas, and late in 
the session dropped down to $15.00. 

Higher fat cattle prices were also reflect- 
ed in replacement cattle. Supplies for the 
most part were modest. Thin cattle moved 
into feedlots about 50¢ higher. The bulk of 
the replacement offerings consisted of me- 
dium to low choice stockers. Prices for the 
most part ranged from $16.50 to $18.50, 
while some choice stockers sold up to $20.00. 

To bolster the cattle picture even further 
was the recent cattle-on-feed report for the 
nine Corn Belt states on July ist. It was 
estimated at 2,553,000 head, down eleven 
per cent from the same date last year and 
down seasonally 26 per cent from the 3,450,- 
000 head on feed April Ist this year. How- 
ever, replacement of local feeder cattle are 
well above a year earlier. Buying of stock-

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try to violate this age-old code of ethics; 
they attempt to represent both the buyer 
and the seller. By contrast, commission 
firms on the central or terminal market 
serve as the owner’s agent; and this fact is 
openly recognized by all. 

This leads me to propose that more con- 
sideration be given to the following: That 
breed magazine representatives—who must 
rely largely on advertising, for that is their 
livelihood—openly represent the seller, their 
major advertiser; and that breed registry 
fieldmen—who should be most concerned 
about helping new breeders get established 
—openly represent the buyer. Sure, I realize 
full well that there are times when a breed 
magazine representative should represent 
the buyer, and, by the same token, when the 
breed registry fieldman should represent the 
seller. But as a code of ethics, and in order 
that these fine public servants not be placed 
in the position of having to carry water on 
both shoulders, wouldn’t it be helpful to 
everyone if it were understood that, where 
both a buyer and a seller are involved, the 
allegiance spelled-out above will be openly 
understood; namely, that the breed maga- 
zine employee represents the seller and the 
breed registry fieldman represents the 
buyer? 

We Had a Horse Show 


I love a good horse show; perhaps this is 
so because of my Missouri background, or 
maybe it’s just the “ham” in me! Anyway, 
we have just held our seventh annual WSC 
Horse Show and Judging School here at 
Washington State College. This is known as 
the largest student-conducted horse show 
and the only all-breed horse judging school 
in America. These twin events attracted 285 
horses from five states—from as far distant 
as Dayton, Wyoming; and the judging 
school enrollees came as far away as Iowa. 

Such events have many noble objectives; 
among them, (1) to impart to horse owners 
sound information relative to the proper 
type, care, training, and showing of the 
mount; (2) to meet other people, both ama- 
teur and professional, who share in enthu- 
siasm for horses; (3) to enable horse lovers 
to enjoy horse shows with informed ap- 
praisal; (4) to train horse owners in the 
practical art of selecting horses; (5) to 
train judges as officials of light horse 
shows; (6) to train students in staging horse 
shows; and (7) to provide helpful hints to 
adults in handling light horse events. Also, 
and this might merit consideration by your 
own State College; a Horse Show and Judg- 
ing School constitutes excellent public rela- 
tions; it attracts doctors, lawyers, mer- 
chants, chiefs—men of wealth and influence 
—who would not otherwise likely be inter- 
ested in visiting the College. And personal- 
ly, I cannot think of any finer recreation 
and sport, than horses. 


It is inevitable that a horse show be ac- 
companied by a bit of “horse play”. One of 
the interesting horsemen in attendance at 
our event presented me with a plaque, which 


now occupies a place of honor in my study, 
and which carries the following precious 
inscription: 
“Old horsemen never die; 
they just smell that way.” 
Good Pastures 


Good stockmen, good pastures, and good 
animals go hand in hand. In brief, good pas- 
ture is the cornerstone of successful live- 
stock production. The economic importance 
of grass is further attested by the facts that 
53.6 per cent of the total land area of the 
United States is devoted to pasture and 
grazing land, and that no method of har- 
vesting has yet been devised which is as 
cheap as that which can be accomplished by 
animals. 

But grass—the nation’s largest crop— 
should no longer be taken for granted! 
Again and again, scientists and practical 
farmers and ranchers have demonstrated 
that the following desired goals in pasture 
production are well within the realm of 
possibility: 

1. To produce higher yield of palatable 
and nutritious forage. 

2. To extend the grazing season from as 
early in the spring to as late in the fall as 
possible—preferably the year-around. 

3. To provide a fairly uniform supply 
of feed through the entire season. 

In order to approach the above goals, good 
pasture management is a requisite. In the 
subhumid, humid, and irrigated areas, this 
involves the following practices: 

1. Controlled grazing, including the fol- 
lowing: 

a. Protection of first year seedings 
b. Rotation or alternate grazing 
ce. Shifting the location of salt, shade, 
and water 
Deferred spring grazing 
Avoiding late fall grazing 
Avoiding overgrazing 
Avoiding undergrazing 

2. Clipping pastures and controlling 
weeds 

3. Topdressing

4. Scattering droppings 
5. Grazing by more than one class of 
animals 


6. Irrigating where practical and fea- 
sible 

At its best, pasture management should 
embrace these practices. You might find it 
helpful to score yourself on each of these 


points.

ers and feeders in June shot up rather sud- 
denly in the first increase over 1955 since 
February. 

During June farmers of nine states bought 
200,771 stockers and feeder cattle and 
calves, breaking all June records, This was 
34 per cent more than the 148,805 bought in 
June, 1955. This heavy buy made up for 
some of the decrease noted earlier this year. 
During the first half of 1956, purchases to- 
taled 1,240,999 head, down 93,311 head or 
7.5 per cent from the first half of 1955, 
when a 1,334,310 set the record. 

An even more recent report out of Wash- 
ington forecast a record 1956 calf crop of 
43,373,000 head, up one per cent from last 
year. This will be the seventh consecutive 
year in which the number of calves born has 
topped year-earlier levels. 

The average price level of the hog mar- 
ket declined for the second 0 eis month 
when all hogs averaged $15.25, lowest price 
since April. The price established a new 11- 
year low for a July average. Meanwhile, 
pork production fell off further. While ton- 
nage still runs heavier than a year ago, the 
gain over 1955 is much less thn it wag sev- 
eral months hence when the long decline in 
pork output started. 

Many in the industry contend that with 
less pork at a time when fewer cattle are 
on feed, prices for hogs in the ensuing 
months should show a substantial rise. Top 
hogs late in the month sold upwards from 
$17.00.

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The Impact of Progeny

bolized by type and conformation, is being 
overlooked, and performance records, with 
pounds being translated into size and rate 
of gain, are the primary objectives. 

On the other hand, to many proponents of 
progeny and performance testing, including 
both breeders and research workers, the 
showring is characterized, in their thinking, 
by arbitrary values and uneconomic fancy 
points. To them, the showring symbolizes 
more than a century of effort to improve 
beef cattle by selection based on visual ap- 
praisal of type and conformation. The in- 
evitable result, they conclude, is an imprac- 
tical, outmoded show type. The only way to 
improve the situation, they insist, would be 
to substitute weight records in progeny and 
performance testing for “eye appeal” and 
aesthetic values. 

At the risk of gaining the displeasure of 
both groups and being caught in the middle 
of the “scales versus showring” controversy, 
may I say that I thoroughly disagree with 
the viewpoints and attitudes, for and against 
which I have just attempted to 
portray. It is my deep conviction that prog- 
eny and performance testing can, and in the 
final analysis must, combine objective meas- 
urements, weight records in particular, with 
subjective, and in some instances perhaps, 
objective, appraisals of type and conforma- 
tion. 

It is not a question either of using scales 


testing, 


‘and liquidating beef cattle shows — or of 


promoting and financing bigger and bigger 
shows and discarding progeny and perform- 
ance testing. Each has something to offer. 
Progeny and performance testing will have 
an impact on beef cattle shows, in my esti- 
mation. What its ultimate effect will be I 
am not prepared to say. I am convinced, 
however, that its influence will be beneficial 
and will help eventually to set forth in un- 
mistakable terms the proper role and func- 
tion of the showring in the progressive 
development of the beef cattle business. 

But more about scales versus shows later. 
At this point, I merely want to emphasize 
again that the immediate impact of progeny 
and performance testing has been to cause 
a considerable number of research workers 
and especially commercial cowherd owners, 
to re-evaluate the significance of showyard 
winnings. Many believe that testing provides 
tool than shows for beef 
cattle improvement. Some purebred beef 
cattle breeders and those whose businesses 
and professions are allied with the purebred 
phases of the beef cattle business, on the 
other hand, are apprehensive lest type, con- 
formation, and quality be forgotten in what 
one cattleman has termed “the weight 
stampede.” 


a more reliable 


In my judgment, one needs to view the 
current situation with an air of detachment 
in order to appraise what is happening and 
why. To do this, it would seem that one 


should try to get an over-view of the 
changes that have taken place in the beef 
cattle business during a considerable period 
of time and then attempt to relate those 
changes to economic and scientific develop- 
ments. 

Let’s take a look first at what was hap- 
pening at the turn of the century. In June, 
1902, the Kansas Agricultural Experiment 
Station published its Bulletin No. 113 en- 
titled “Baby Beef.” Results from feeding 
130 head of calves seven months are report- 
ed in the bulletin. According to the author, 
“The remarkable feature of this experiment 
is the small amount of grain required to 
make 100 pounds of gain.” 

At the end of Bulletin 113, a page of a 
circular is reproduced “that shows the 
methods of feeding and the class of cattle 
which were considered best forty years ago.” 
The record is for 100 head of steers fatten- 
ed by B. F. Harris, Champaign County, IIli- 
nois, and marketed at four years of age 
when averaging 2,377 pounds. The twelve 
largest cattle in the group averaged 2,786. 
Reference also was made to the largest steer 
in Illinois (in 1856); a beast seven years 
old weighing 3,524 pounds. 

The following comments on the last page 
of this bulletin are apropos of a trend which 
was in evidence then and has continued to 
the present time: 

“Today the 1,000-pound steer is the stand- 
ard weight to put in the feed lot, and the 
length of the fattening period seldom ex- 
tends over seven months, and thousands of 
steers are in feedlots but 75 to 120 days. 
Other things being equal, the older the an- 
imal, the greater the amount of grain re- 
quired to put on a pound of gain. The record 
made by Mr. Harris is published to show the 
strong contrast in methods and economy of 
feeding needed forty yeras ago and the 
methods practiced today. Is not the produc- 
tion of baby beef ag much in advance in 
economy of feed and time over the usual 
methods of beef production of today as to- 
day’s methods are over those of 1856?” 

Methods of beef production of 1956 are 
those that were being tested in 1902. For a 
half century now there has been a very def- 
inite trend away from large-framed, coarse, 
heavy cattle. Evidences that this develop- 
ment would occur appeared as early as 
1856, but was it not until about 1902 that 
the trend was clearly delineated. 

Everyone with any knowledge at all of 
the beef cattle business has some idea of 
what happened and why. A steadily increas- 
ing demand for smaller cuts and the neces- 
sity for greater economy of production 
brought younger, lighter weight, smoother 
finished cattle into greater prominence on 
the markets. Prices reflected consumer pref- 
erences, Livestock judges responded to this 
development by placing more compact, thick- 
er, blockier cattle up in the breeding classes. 
Packer judges, when called upon to judge 
steers both in carlot and in classes 
for individuals, have trend

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by picking the kind of cattle they were pay- 
ing the most money per pound for on the 
open market. 

Whether market demands and prices for 
fat cattle on the public markets, or show- 
ring awards, were responsible for establish- 
ing the trend toward blockier, smoother beef 
cattle is a question concerning which there 
appears to be some disagreement. Really, I 
doubt that it matters much which should get 
the credit or blame for the striking 
changes in type and conformation in the 
major beef breeds that have occurred in the 
last 50 years. It is my personal feeling that 
type changes in the past have had their 
origin on the public livestock markets, Shift- 
ing needs and demands were then quickly 
reflected in showring awards. As a matter 
of fact, the sharp emphasis on type changes 
in the showring and quick response thereto 
by breeders, have tended te over-shadow the 
underlying causes of changing trends, in my 
estimation. In any event, whether we have 
livestock shows or not, I am convinced that 
market preferences, expressed in price per 
pound of the live animal, always have and 
always will help significantly to determine 
beef type and conformation, And I may say 
in passing that medium size is included in 
my concept of beef type. 

There is no question but that average rep- 
resentatives of the major beef breeds have 
been changed markedly in type and con- 
formation during the past several decades. 
They still vary greatly in appearance, but 
on the average, they are not nearly as long- 
legged, and rangy as formerly. But do they 
have as much size? Will they gain as rap- 
idly? Are they even more profitable? 

There is general agreement, I believe, that 
in some instances the trend toward extreme- 
ly blocky, compact short-legged cattle was 
carried too far. This resulted perhaps from 
the mistaken notion in some quarters that 
there was a short cut to the attainment of 
the ideal type envisioned by most breeders. 

Perhaps I can illustrate what I have in 
mind by relating an incident at the Denver 
Show a number of years ago. The apparent 
short cut to the ideal appeared at this show 
in the form of animals more extreme in type 
than any exhibited heretofore, and so dis- 
tinctive in certain body characteristics that 
even a casual observer, inexperienced in the 
cattle business, could not help but notice 
that they were radically different from the 
conventional type of beef animal. They were 
truly the epitome of all that the packers ap- 
peared to want and that breeders were try- 
ing to produce. 

Did they represent the ideal, and if so, 
should they win the showring? That ques- 
tion may sound silly today, but it was a 
burning issue that morning in Denver, when 
Jack Turner, a distinguished alumnus of 
Texas A & M College, stepped into the ring 
and was confronted with these bovine novel- 
ties. He was called on to place a kind of cat- 
tle that no Hereford judge had ever placed 
before. He did a wise and courageous thing, 


and because of his good judgment the Here- 
ford breed and the livestock industry was 
spared a far greater misfortune than the 
one which is so widely discussed nowadays. 


I shudder even to think what it would 
have meant to the breed and to the beef 
cattle business had Jack Turner placed those 
miniature misfits at the head of their re- 
spective classes instead of ignoring them 
until he had placed all the conventional an- 
imals, and then carefully counting down to 
the exact middle of the class and relegating 
them to a conspicuous position at that point 
so as to clearly indicate that they were of 
questionable merit. Certainly, if he had 
placed them first, other judges would have 
done likewise—and who can say where the 
end might have been? 


It is perhaps apropos to point out that 
all this happened before progeny and per- 
formance testing, as presented at this con- 
ference, Was even thought of, There is no 
point, therefore, in speculating whether the 
so-called comprest type would have ever 
appeared on the beef cattle scene had an 
effective progeny and performance testing 
program been in operation, The important 
thing now is to remember that it did appear 
and was discredited in the showring. 


Not all cattlemen and college animal hus- 
bandmen approved of the shift from the old 
to the new type beef cattle. One prominent 
animal husbandman persisted in placing 
big, off-type cattle up in the larger shows 
where he judged. His placings were in dis- 
favor with the majority of exhibitors and 
as a consequence he no longer was invited 
to judge. Then there was Peter Mouw of 
lowa, who was credited with having devel- 
oped big-type Poland China hogs. About 40 
years ago he exhibited big-type Herefords, 
with the idea presumably of counteracting 
the trend toward more compact, thicker, 
shorter-legged cattle. His cattle were really 
big, with all the characteristics usually as- 
sociated with extreme size, But they proved 
to be unpopular and disappeared from the 
livestock scene. 

On the other hand, there were prominent 
judges, college men, breeders and packer 
buyers, who evidenced a strong preference 
for the so-called typy, modern kind of cat- 
tle. Did they go too far in picking a small, 
pony type? A lot of people think so now, 
and not a few commercial cattlemen, beef 
cattle breeders, and college men thought so 
in the 1930’s and 40’s when this type pref- 
erence Was most evident in the showring. 


And then the dwarfs appeared to plague 
the cattlemen of America, Are these minia- 
ture monstrosities the inevitable conse- 
quences of beef-type preferences of the 
showring during the past few decades? A 
lot of people think that in selecting for the 
modern type of beef animal, a preference 
has been shown for certain features or char- 
acteristics that are inherited along with 
dwarfism, Yet numerous attempts, scientific 
and otherwise, to identify such an associated

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feature or characteristic have been unsuc- 
cessful. 

And so we get back to the issue with 
which we started this discussion: “scales 
versus showring.” In that connection, I think 
it would be worthwhile to listen to a state- 
ment by Paul Swaffar, the able Secretary 
of the American Hereford Association: 

“Back there a few years ago, registered 
breeders of all major beef breeds were ac- 
cused of making their cattle too small, dinky 
and impractical. Whether or not the charge 
Was true, no one seems to be sure, but a 
good many folks were saying so, and since 
some of these were customers of the reg- 
istered breeders, their opinions were impor- 
tant. You don’t hear so much about it now- 
adays, but occasionally someone lets loose 
with a broadside on the subject. They haul 
out the old argument ‘You sell ’em by the 
pound.’ It’s a perfectly good argument too, 
and breeders of registered Herefords are 
just as concerned, or more so, than anyone 
else about the matter. 

“Very likely, the reason you don’t hear 
so much about it anymore, is that registered 
breeders thought, too, that there was danger 
in too little size and too much refinement 
and consequently set about to correct what 
appeared to be a trend. They simply select- 
ed breeding cattle with a little more scale 
and mated them, trying at the same time to 
maintain the quality and quick fattening 
often associated with smaller animals. 

“. . , Every last progressive Hereford 
breeder that I know anything about would 
be happy to breed more size, if he could at 
the same time maintain quality. I’m also 
sure that some of our registered cattle have 
been too small, At the same time, I am just 
as sure that we have to consider factors oth- 
er than ‘How much does he weigh?’ 

“If weight alone was the only consider- 
ation, beef production would be simple, All 
you’d have to do would be to select the big- 
gest cows you could find, mate them to the 
biggest bull you could find, then sit back 
and wait for results. It’s not that simple. 
All cattle breeders, purebred and commer- 
cial alike, must consider cost of gains, the 
desirability of the final carcass, early fat- 
tening ability, and, above all, price of the 
final product.” 

Mr. Swaffar’s views are indicative of the 
thinking of many leading purebred beef cat- 
tle breeders and of beef breed association 
officials on this subject. One of the promi- 
nent spokesmen for commercial cowherd 
owners in this regard is my good friend, 
George Ellis, Manager of the Bell Ranch in 
New Mexico— and, incidentally, a distin- 
guished alumnus of Kansas State College. 

In a recent article published in the Kan- 
sas City Daily Drovers’ Telegram, Mr. Ellis 
said, “Why this idea of breeding for per- 
formance has been so slow to be adopted by 
us as cattlemen, I do not know, Like all 
good ideas it is simple and means only that 
cattle should be selected for what they will 
do and not solely for their looks, I think we 


are about to come around to the idea that 
it’s performance that counts in the beef 
cattle business. 

“We have been conducting a breeding pro- 
gram at the Bell Ranch in New Mexico for 
eight years now to increase the weight and 
gaining ability of our cattle. We have had 
pretty good luck, we think, because in spite 
of a bad drought we have raised our aver- 
age calf weaning weight about 40 pounds.” 

Mr. Ellis also wants quality in his cattle. 
In discussing the relationship between gain- 
ing ability and quality he wrote: “This busi- 
ness of size in cattle or the ability to gain 
rapidly, which are really about the same 
thing, is much more important to the breed- 
er of cattle than it is to the feeder. The 
feeder wants it. The breeder must have it.” 

Mr. Ellis continued: “The second charac- 
teristic in feeder cattle I want to discuss is 
quality or good beef conformation. Most 
feeders, I believe, want to feed good quality 
cattle. By that we mean cattle that have 
what we all think of as a good beef con- 
formation. Most ranchers, too, are trying to 
raise high quality cattle because they have 
found they are in good demand by the 
feeders. 

“In our own breeding program at Bell 
Ranch, we are giving equal emphasis to 
weight and conformation in the selection of 
our young cattle. The first question that 
may come to your mind here is whether we 
can get good weight and good conformation 
in the same individual. In other words, can 
We improve our weight gaining ability with- 
out sacrificing conformation? 

“When we first began to select for weight, 
many people told me that they felt sure we 
could get more weight but that we would 
end up by raising what they called big, 
rough cattle. Happily for us, this has not 
turned out to be the case. 

“Nearly every year some of our best gain- 
ing young cattle are also among the highest 
graders. We are now sure that you do not 
have to sacrifice quality to get good weight. 
There are just as many good big ones as 
there are good little ones. The following 
figures prove these statements. 

“Kight years ago, when we first began 
selecting for weight, only nine percent of 
our calves in the purebred herd graded fancy 
—our top grade. Last year, after eight years 
of selecting for weight, 50 percent of the 
calves graded fancy.” 

Mr. Ellis’ experiences confirm results of 
beef cattle breeding research conducted by 
the U. S. D. A. and a number of state agri- 
cultural experiment stations. Hereditability 
estimates for gaining ability are relatively 
high, whereas no relationship has been 
found between body type and conformation 
scores and gaining ability. In other words, 
on the basis of research data available thus 
far, it would appear that a breeder can 
select for both gaining ability and the type 
and conformation he prefers.

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ever, is that, despite experiences like those 
reported by Mr. Ellis, some research work- 
ers report that hereditability estimates for 
beef type scores and conformation grades 
are lower than estimates for rate of gain. 


Thus it seems we inevitably are brought 
back to that controversial subject of “scales 
versus showring.” Would it be worthwhile 
for commercial cowherd owners, cattle feed- 
ers and grazers, purebred beef cattle breed- 
ers, beef breed associations, and research 
workers to appoint a working committee, 
consisting of representatives from each of 
these groups, to take a hard look at this 
question of what a beef animal should look 
like, and how to record differences in type, 
conformation, and quality so that misunder- 
standings and confusion could be avoided? 
Would such a committee reach an agree- 
ment? Or, if they failed to agree, might not 
their views, pro and con, when published, 
become a valuable contribution to beef cat- 
tle breeding literature? I don’t know, but I 
should like to be permitted to sit in on such 
a conference, as a non-participating visitor, 
and to have a copy of their report in my 
library. 


A question like this needs to be brought 
out in the open, discussed freely, and, if 
feasible, made the subject of exhaustive 
scientific research. What is needed, it seems 
to me, was suggested by James W. Gardner 
in his review of James B. Conant’s book 
The Citadel of Learning (Yale University 
Press, $2.00), in the March 24, 1956, issue 
of The Saturday Review. Here is a para- 
graph from Mr. Gardner’s review that is in 
line with what I have in mind: 


“Controversy and the collision of opinion 
are so vital to free inquiry, Mr. Conant 
points out, that they should not only be 
tolerated but vigorously encouraged. He 
regrets that historians of science and schol- 
arship tend to play down the squabbles, 
recriminations, and feuds which have oc- 
curred at every stage in the growth of 
knowledge, and suggests that histories 
might better be written with such squabbles 
at the forefront of attention. For it is a 
very human adventure of quarrelsome in- 
dividuals that the advancement of learning 
must be seen to be understood. It is the 
absence of dissenters from the official dog- 
ma that signalizes the capture of the 
citadel!” 


In the “collision of opinion” concerning 
the importance of progeny and ‘performance 
testing to the beef cattle business, it is to 
be hoped that discussions and controversies 
and even feuds will be kept on a high intel- 
lectual plane, without personal bitterness or 
acrimony. To do this, it is imperative, I feel, 
for scientists concerned with fundamental 
research to be given an opportunity to work 
on beef cattle breeding and improvement 
problems and to participate in the sort of 
discussions I have just mentioned, Indeed, 
in the long run, it is not at all unlikely that 
their contributions will pave the way for 


new developments in progeny and perform- 
ance testing that are not envisioned now. 

Harrison Brown in an article entitled 
“The Case for Pure Research,” also in the 
March 24, 1956, issue of The Saturday Re- 
view, emphasizes the importance of ade- 
quate support for pure research. He de- 
scribes research projects for improvement 
of home lighting that probably would have 
been allocated funds in 1850. He thinks that 
most of the money would have been spent 
on projects aimed at improving the effi- 
ciency and utilization of gas. A few token 
grants probably would have been given to 
improve candlelight and for the use of whale 
oil for illumination. 

“None of us . would have found it 
possible to vote grants to either Michael 
Faraday or to James Clark-Maxwell, two of 
the pioneers in research on electricity, for 
the simple reason that there were no obvi- 
ous applications of electricity to home light- 
ing on the horizon.” 

I wonder if important research oppor- 
tunities in the beef cattle field are being 
overlooked not only by research adminis- 
trators but by research workers themselves ? 
And are cattlemen and those in business 
allied to the beef cattle industry as favor- 
ably inclined toward basic research which 
gives no promise whatsoever of practical 
discoveries as they should be? Is it true 
that “.. . few persons realize the frequency 
with which aid in the solution of practical 
technological problems comes from unex- 
pected scientific directions and in ways 
which could not have been predicted?” 

Until recently, research contributions in 
the field of animal science have been of 
much greater significance in nutrition than 
in breeding. There is now a growing aware- 
ness of the possibilities of applying genetic 
principles in the improvement of beef cattle. 

When beef cattle breeders 
plagued with what appeared to be a new 
hereditary complex related to size and con- 
formation (dwarfism), the challenge was 
met by enlisting the aid of the country’s 
most able scientists in the fields of genet- 
ics, physiology, and animal breeding. This 
was an important milestone in the develop- 
ment of the beef cattle industry. In my 
judgment, the significance of this under- 
taking is not so much in the tangible ac- 
complishments thus far, important as they 
are, but rather in the fact that a joint ef- 
fort was initiated and has been recognized 
generally as the only sound basis for deal- 
ing with perplexing problems of this kind. 
Now that the pioneering has been done, we 
may look forward confidently to the time 
that many of the uncertainties of beef cat- 
tle breeding have been eliminated through 
the practical application of scientific prin- 
ciples.

On the other hand, in my judgment, prog- 
eny and performance testing would not have 
been delayed long even without the apparent 
necessity of improving gaining ability and 
increasing size. For its development and ap- 
plication to beef cattle breeding were as 
logical and as inevitable as the use of hor- 
mones and antibiotics in beef cattle feeding. 
New procedures and practices in both beef 
cattle breeding and feeding are the fruits 
of the scientific age in which we find our- 
selves. We can resist changes and thus de- 
lay their adoption, or even soften their im- 
pact temporarily but in the final anlysis ac- 
ceptance of progeny and performance test- 
ing is the price that will have to be paid for 
economic survival in the beef cattle business. 


And so, 
the years ahead progeny and performance 
testing will have a terrific impact on the 
cattle business. I don’t know when 
economic survival will force the majority of 
beef cattle breeders into progeny and per- 
formance testing—maybe in 15 or 25 years, 
perhaps not even then, It is to be hoped that 
cattlemen will not wait to adopt progeny 
and performance testing until economic sur- 
vival forces them to do so. A real start can 
be made now, even though no one admitted-

The impact of progeny and performance 
testing on the individual commercial herd 
among other things should result in bette: 
gaining cattle, and, since rate of gain tends 
to be correlated with economy of gain, more 
efficient production. There is the oppor- 
tunity also to improve quality, type and con- 
formation, but it does not necessarily fol- 
low that these improvements will automat- 
ically accompany greater gaining ability. 
Progeny and performance testing also 
should result in higher percentage calf 
crops, greater lifetime production per cow, 
and increased profits. 


The total effect of progeny and perform- 
ance testing on commercial beef cattle 
should be a stronger competitive position 
through greater efficiency at each produc- 
tion phase—breeding, grazing, and fatten- 
ing. 

Similar effects doubtless will be noted in 
the purebred beef cattle business. As a mat- 
ter of fact, as interest among commercial 
cowherd owners in progeny and performance 
testing continues to develop, there will be 
increasing demand for purebred bulls with 
performance records. 


It is going to be interesting to follow 
progeny and performance testing with re- 
spect to the competitive aspects of the pure- 
bred beef cattle bull trade. It appears that 
much remains to be done in standardizing 
testing procedures so that records will be 


comparable. Environmental and other varia- 
tions are complicating factors. 

Interest in progeny and performance test- 
ing and the problems therewith should con- 
tinue to stimulate beef cattle breeding re- 
search, both basic and applied, as I have in- 
dicated previously. It is to be hoped that re- 
search workers will not be expected to en- 
gage in extensive service activities in con- 
junction with testing programs, Their time 
and efforts should be used in original re- 
search, not in demonstrations. At this stage, 
however, many of the records in commercial 
and purebred herds have direct research im- 
plications or indirectly supplement formal 
research projects. While research data must 
provide the guidelines for extension educa- 
tional programs on progeny and perform- 
ance testing, it would seem that in the long 
run, when these programs are well estab- 
lished, financial support for their continuing 
operation should be provided by the breeder 
participants. 

What should be the rule of beef breed as- 
sociations in progeny and performance test- 
ing? Breeders and their representatives 
manifestly have the responsibility of an- 
swering this question. When one takes the 
long view of the potential impact of progeny 
and performance testing on the beef cattle 
business, it is not inconceivable that at 
some future date breed associations will 
have assumed responsibility for technical 
direction and supervision of these programs 
for their respective breeds. There is at least 
a possibility, it seems to me, that the asso- 
ciations may add highly trained technical 
scientists to their staffs. It would be inter- 
esting to speculate as to the duties to which 
these scientists could be assigned but I shall 
leave that for those who would have the 
responsibility for directing such work. 


After all, it was only in 1932 that the 
first proposal for progeny and performance 
testing of beef cattle was suggested. And it 
was not until 15 years later that compre- 
hensive beef cattle breeding investigations 
were undertaken on a national scope. Formal 
recommendations and procedures for prog- 
eny testing were not forthcoming until the 
last few years. It is perfectly clear, there- 
fore, that we are only at the threshhold of 
this development. Mistakes will be made and 
there are bound to be disappointments. 


I am confident, however, that the wisdom 
and good judgment of commercial cowherd 
owners, purebred beef cattle breeders, cat- 
tle feeders, college animal husbandmen and 
representatives of breed associations, the 
livestock press, and of allied industries will 
be such as to translate progeny and per- 
formance testing into a most beneficial asset 
to every segment of the beef cattle industry. 
In this far-reaching development, I predict 
that scales will be used extensively, and that 
beef cattle shows will survive, The really 
important consideration is, it seems to me, 
that we shall come to know the true possi- 
bilities and limitations of both scales and 
shows.

Isn’t it easy to realize that when folks 
talk about dwarfism, passing along infor- 
mation they can not prove, that it would be 
possible for even your own herd to be the 
subject of a smear that you might never 
live down? 

Without doubt every herd in this coun- 
try contains individual animals “bred- 
almost-like” some of the high-selling, or 
prize-winning animals, in other herds. Trace 
the pedigrees of top cattle in this land and 
you will realize that a great many of these 
are related to individual animals in your 
own herd. Genetically, it would be almost 
impossible for any breeder with a number 
of cattle to be absolutely sure his herd did 
not contain one, or more, of these so-called 
“carriers”. 

However, when you know that less than 
two hundred cases have been reported since 
this file was started by the Association, you 
may have reason to wonder if Dwarfism is 
as serious a problem as you have been told, 
or may have thought. You may be willing 
to admit that much of the information you 
have been told is not based on factual evi- 
dence, but has been given to you by some- 
one who has no more knowledge about 
dwarfism than you yourself. 

This is the reason why last year we pre- 
sented a complete series on genetics, and 
why we are presently printing articles on 
nutrition, protein production, soil fertility 
and animal health. Information we think 
you will be interested in reading, and in- 
formation that we feel is not detrimental to 
our breed. We feel the rank and file of 
our readers appreciate the opportunity of 
reading all we can furnish about research 
work being done that may assist them in 
operating their herds in a more profitable 
manner. 

Breeders of registered livestock realize 
there is a certain romance connected with 
their business. They are not content to 
merely raise beef for the market. I am re- 
minded that many years ago Dad Hahne 
and I drove a Model T ford to Brandon, 
Manitoba, Canada to visit Mr. J. D. 
McGregor. This fine old gentleman had a 
leading herd of Aberdeen-Angus but he also 
raised Scotty dogs and I asked him how 
much one would cost. His answer was 
classic and will apply just as well to our 
cattle business, for he said, “Do you want 
one with, or without?” and I asked, “with- 
out what?” and he replied, “When I have to 
tell about their ancestors they are worth 
more.” 

Let’s get back to breeding good cattle, 
and talk about the wonderful animals ap- 
pearing in our pedigrees. It is a crying 
shame that anything that affects all living 
creatures can undermine the popularity of 
so great a breed as our own.

side of beef in the cooler sells on its own 
merits to discriminating retailers, regard- 
less of official classification and there is a 
considerable range between the top and bot- 
tom sales within a grade. 

During most of the period 1948-52 it is 
estimated that Red Triangle sales com- 
manded a premium of from one to two cents 
above Standard Red Brand. At times it was 
higher, while on the other hand, there were 
cases when the two grades in question sold 
on a par. 

Retail meat store owners and managers 
in the city of Toronto, handling Red Tri- 
angle beef, who were interviewed, had this 
to say: 

1. It was a source of satisfaction to both 
seller and buyer to merchandise beef of this 
high quality. 

2. There was an increasing demand for 
this grade of beef and provided they could 
be assured of sufficient supply, they would 
be happy to confine their beef trade en- 
tirely to Red Triangle Brand. 

3. The one weakness was the lack of con- 
tinuity of supply throughout the year. Con- 
sequently, they did not feel warranted in 
featuring a publicity and selling program 
in the interests of this particular quality of 
beef. Provided this was remedied, they 
would be in favor of going “all out” for this 
high class trade 

This situation is one that has received the 
attention of members of the Red Triangle 


seef Association. They recognize its im- 
portance in the whole scheme of producing 
this particular commodity. While no com- 
plete solution has as yet been worked out, 
it may be partially solved by adjustments in 
dates of calving, this among herds rather 
than within herds. Another point of attack 
might be more flexibility in marketing 
weights. Possibly some alterations in feed- 
ing methods might help. 

The satisfactory results that have been 
accrued through the operations of the On- 
tario Red Triangle Beef Association, sug- 
gests that this pattern of beef production 
might very well find a larger place within 
the Province where it was initiated. There 
are, in addition, areas beyond the borders of 
Ontario where conditions lend themselves to 
such an undertaking and where a system 
of grassland farming in combination with a 
breed of beef cattle that has proven itself, 
would help in remedying this problem of 
volume and regularity in shipments. 

It should be made clear from this discus- 
sion of the activities of the Red Triangle 
Beef Association, that while the operations 
to date have centered mostly around two 
counties—Kent and Lambton—it goes fur- 
ther afield.

tion. The only restrictions are that nothing 
but Aberdeen-Angus cattle are accepted. 

A significant development has taken place 
within the past few years in the areas de- 
voted to the production of Red Triangle 
Beef with special reference to Kent County 
and one which resounds to the prestige of 
the Angus breed. This business started out 
with a view to producing calves for com- 
mercial purposes. The results in the way of 
improving the economy of those who were 
participating, were so favorable that it soon 
began to expand. This created a demand 
for breeding females to establish new herds. 
Today, it is estimated that from 50 to 75 
per cent of heifer calves are absorbed for 
this purpose. An increasing number of high 
class registered herds of Angus are being 
established in this area and with the intro- 
duction of bulls of excellent type and breed- 
ing, which is also taking place, will not only 
provide sires for commercial herds but will 
eventually build up a reputation in this par- 
ticular district of Ontario as a source of 
seed stock of exceptional merit. 

The results achieved from the activities 
of the Association can be seen in the im- 
provement of crop production as well as in 
In com- 
parison of crop production with the pre- 


the development of better beef. 


vious average and development of a beef 
and grassland farming program can be seen 
by these figures: Previous average of husk- 


ing corn, per acre was 75 to 100 baskets 
with the results of grassland farming bring- 
ing to number up to 150 baskets per acre; 
sugar beet, per acre from 10-12 tons to 16 
tons; tobacco, per acre from 1,400-1,600 
pounds to 1-800-2,000 pounds; and pasture 
from 2 acres per head to 1 acre per head. 


A tribute to the high quality of beef pro- 
duced within the Red Triangle Beef Asso- 
ciation was attested by an incident that oc- 
curred at the State Dinner given in honor 
of the then Princess Elizabeth and the Duke 
of Edinborough in Quebec City, at the time 
of their visit to Canada, in the Autumn of 
1951.

Purple-winning get of sire were those of 
Shadow Isle Prince Eric 92d and the pro- 
duce of dam champions were calves out of 
Jipsy 3d of Elk Hill. 

Unable to bring the show string home 
due to the federal laws governing tick fever, 
Echo Falls sold half-interest in eight head 
of the cattle to Sr. Luis Nunez on whose 
ranch in Bayamo they will remain. Mrs. Bir- 
rell presented the grand champion female to 
President Batista. 

The ten-day agricultural event, opened by 
President Batista on February 23, attracted 
a large number of participants from all 
parts of Cuba and from Canada and the 
United States. There were classes for beef 
and dairy cattle, horses, ponies, sheep, goats, 
swine, poultry and rabbits. The well-attend- 
ed show also included such colorful spec- 
tacles as rodeos, jaripeos, horse shows and 
historic parades. 

Hoping to interest Cubans in Angus or 
“Aberdeens” as they are known on the is- 
land, Echo Falls, previous to the show was 


a scene of violent activity which ranged 
from chartering a plane and preparing the 
four bulls and five heifers for the trip, to 
coping with state and federal health laws, 
and last minute entries and frantically 
studying Spanish dictionaries. 

The cattle were flown from the Interna- 
tional Airport in Philadelphia to St, Peters- 
burg, Florida, in a Miami-based Dc-6 plane, 
fully equipped for shipping cattle. Accom- 
panying them were Warren Putman, man- 
ager, Murray Garner, showman and Bob 
Stevens, local photographer who hitch-hiked 
a ride and took the accompanying photo- 
graphs. 

Hoping to leave at noon on February 20, 
the plane was delayed while Putman ironed 
out details at the Philadelphia Cuban Con- 
sulate after flying from Harrisburg that 
morning with the health papers. Taking 
long-haired blacks from a 25 degree tempera- 
ture to an expected one of 80 or 90 present- 
ed problems, but the cattle stood the trip 
very well, explained Putman. Shortly after 
takeoff they were discovered lying down in 
their individual aluminum stalls, and were 
far more comfortable than they would have 
been riding in trucks. 

After a five-hour flight to St. Petersburg, 
the cattle went through customs and quar- 
antine and were bedded down. According to 
Putman they certainly fared far better than 
the men who ended up in their sleeping bags 
on the beach due to lack of rooms. 

Two days later, the Cuban government 
flew the cattle to show headquarters at 
Rancho Boyeros, a suburb of Havana. The 
well-kept barns were open shed-like build- 
ings in the typical Spanish style of archi- 
tecture and the show arena a cement struc- 
ture reminiscent of bull rings. Although the 
facilities were among the best the cattlemen 
had ever seen, new problems arose and there 
was the ever-present language barrier. 

The cattle were bedded down in box stalls 
on hay as no straw was available. Cracked 
corn, oats and barley were prohibitive in 
price and beet pulp was scarce. The cattle 
were fed sugar cane, freshly ground on the 
premises every day. A permit was needed 
to buy molasses which seemed strange in a 
molasses — producing country — apparently 


it all goes into rum. 

The Americans and Canadians quickly 
hired competent Cuban teen-agers who cared 
for the cattle and stayed with them at night

and very proudly wore farm-identifying 
shirts. 

“The show”, according to Putman, “was 
similar to cattle shows everywhere with the 
exception that the group classes were shown 
first, and then the youngest through the 
oldest were shown in the individual classes, 
instead of the usual reverse procedure, Also 
bulls up to two years of age were consider- 
ed junior bulls,” he explained. “White roset- 
tes were given for first places in group 
classes, confusing American spectators con- 
siderably, especially as part of the com- 
mentary Was in Spanish. 

“The hospitality and cooperation of the 
managing personnel of the show and fellow 
exhibitors was something to be admired”, 
he said and admitted he has never before 
encountered such fine treatment.

Latterly there has been an increase in the 
number of exhibitors from United States, 
particularly in the beef and dariy cattle sec- 
tions. Since the war British agriculturists 
have competed with a high degree of suc- 
cess With their seed grain. 

Incidentally, since the war, world cham- 
pionship grain awards have been establish- 
ed, the winners in the open classes for 
wheat, oats, barley, rye, corn and potatoes 
being crowned Kings in their respective divi- 
sions. Handsome trophies which are appro- 
priately displayed in a “Trophy Hall” have 
been donated and every year another win- 
ner’s name is engraved on the plate attach- 
ed to each one. 

Although live stock and seeds occupy the 
spotlight, classes are provided for every 
conceivable agricultural product including 
dressed poultry, dairy products, dressed car- 
casses, fruit, vegetables, honey, tobacco, 
wool and flowers. As a matter of fact the 
flower show is a major attraction in itself, 
the display of roses and chrysanthemums 
being beyond description. Prior to the war 
classes were provided for dogs, cats, foxes 
and mink, but these classes have not been 
reinstated since. 

Young Canada has not been overlooked at 
this great show. Each year the winning 4-H 
Club teams from the various provinces jour- 
ney to Toronto to compete for national 
honours, After their main objective has been 
achieved and the championships have been 
decided, the contestants are taken on a tour

visit to Niagara Falls and to the Parliament 
Buildings at Ottawa as well as to many of 
the leading industrial plants and points of 
interest in Toronto. 

Another feature which involves young 
farmers, but always arouses intense interest 
among their elders as well, is the Queen’s 
Guinea’s Class. This is open to 4-H boys and 
girls who have participated in local baby- 
beef clubs. It brings together the top an- 
imals from the 40-50 clubs in Ontario and 
never fails to attract a capacity crowd of 
spectators. This class derived its name from 
an action of the late King Edward VII who 
granted a sum of money—in guineas, to the 
Agricultural and Arts Association of Upper 
Canada for the purpose of stimulating agri- 
culture in this new country. When the orig- 
inal recipients of this award ceased to exist 
the Ontario government became the cus- 
todian of the funds and since then it has 
been awarded at the discretion of the Minis- 
ter of Agriculture. In his wisdom he has 
chosen to offer it to the winner in this 
particular class and in so doing has awaken- 
ed a new interest in the production of beef 
cattle. 

In 1949 a new feature was introduced— 
“The Sales of Stars”. These sales are man- 
aged by Hays and Company, an internation- 
ally known firm of live stock dealers and 
exporters. In all cases they work in co- 
operation with the breed associations. Orig- 
inally only a few associations saw fit to 
utilize these services to sell their top an- 
imals, but within a few years separate sales 
were being staged for all the important 
breeds. All animals sold through these sales 
are carefully selected in advance of the show 
and must be exhibited in the regular classes. 

Obviously a show of these proportions 
cannot operate without a substantial amount 
of revenue. Furthermore it hasn’t the po- 
tential sources of income that are available 
to summer shows, The governments of Ca- 
nada and Ontario, realizing the importance 
of this event to our national agricultural 
program, have always made substantial con- 
tributions. A few of the other Provincial 
governments grant token amounts. Never- 
theless most of them spend a considerable 
amount in assisting their live stock breeders 
to exhibit. In such cases entries are care- 
fully screened and only the top animals are 
allowed to go to the show, with a large por- 
tion of the freight charges on the animals 
finally selected being paid by the province 
of origin. 

Inasmuch as breed associations were the 
prime movers in promoting the Royal it is 
only natural that they should make gener- 
ous contributions. Without a single excep- 
tion they have been strong financial sup- 
porters. Of equal importance have been the 
contributions, both in cash and in services, 
of industry allied to agriculture. In the lat- 
ter category are the services rendered by 
packing companies in processing live stock 
entered in the carcass competitions.

by all these agencies the fair must find oth- 
er sources of revenue. Since the first fair 
was held the horse show has been the great- 
est revenue producer, accounting for ap- 
proximately one-third of the total income. 
These shows are held every night and on 
several afternoons during the eight days of 
the show. Although horse numbers are rap- 
idly declining in most parts of Canada, the 
public does not appear to be losing interest 
in their ability to perform as evidenced by 
the fact that record crowds continue to 
patronize the evening horse shows. 

Each year the Army Officers Class which 
brings into competition some of the best 
jumpers in the world is an outstanding fea- 
ture. Usually at least four teams take part 
in this class. Since the war teams represent- 
ing United States, Mexico, Ireland, France, 
Peru and Canada have participated. As a 
general rule these teams perform at Harris- 
burg Pa. and Madison Square Gardens, New 
York, before coming to the Royal. 

During recent years the Musical Ride, 
performed by members of the Royal Cana- 
dian Mounted Police, has been a major at- 
traction. Unfortunately “the Ride” cannot 
be secured every year. However the officer- 
in-charge has kindly consented to make it 
available for the 1956 fair. 

Thirty-four years have elapsed since the 
first fair was held. During those years the 
Royal has fulfilled the fondest hopes and 
expectations of its sponsers. Truly it is the

one place where the best that it produced on 
our farms can be seen every year. In a 
sense it is an International Live Stock Ex- 
position, a national Dairy show, a Madison 
Square Gardens Horse Show, a world grain 
show and a national fruit and flower show 
wrapped into one great agricultural exhibi- 
tion because it embraces the best feature of 
each. 

Since the very first fair was held it has 
grown in stature every year with the result 
that the accommodation is now being taxed 
to the limit. A committee has been appoint- 
ed to draft plans for additional space. Their 
task is to devise plans for more accommoda- 
tion for live stock and commercial exhibits 
and to make provision for another live stock 
judging arena. The contributors to the orig- 
inal buildings have been canvassed and each 
has agreed to grant one million dollars. 
Thus there is a possibility that the Royal 
may have a three-million-dollar addition 
ready for occupancy by the time of the 1957 
show. Whether this addition will be large 
enough to provide for the Royal’s needs dur- 
ing the next quarter century remains to be 
seen, In the meantime Canada is growing at 
an unprecedented rate and Canada’s agricul- 
tural development appears destined to keep 
pace with the food requirements of her 
people.

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Anoka Farms kept coming up in the conver- 
sation, show records and many of the better 
sale records, I found that he was a respect- 
ed cattleman within the breed, so I contact- 
ed Mr. Edwards and we drove many miles 
together in purchasing the original 12 head 
of foundation cattle, Today, most of these 
cows are still in our herd and some of our 
best producing families come from them.” 

“Funny thing about it,” Mr. Currell add- 
ed, “at the time, we didn’t buy a single 
heifer or cow from Alex.” Two years later, 
however, Mr. Currell purchased Barbara M. 
of Anoka 34th, a daughter of Prospectmere, 
for $9,700 in the Anoka Farms sale. 

Actually the first Angus purchased for 
Wynyates Farm were purchased by Mr, J. 
E. Kerr of Harviestoun Farm in Scotland. 
Mr. Kerr, who is Mrs, Phillips uncle, was 
requested to buy a bull and six heifers to 
found a herd of Angus at Wynyates, This 
shipment of cattle was held up in that coun- 
try by hoof and mouth quarantine and ar- 
rived two years alter, numbering 14 head. 

As a result the cattle purchased from oth- 
er Canadian breeders, in company with Alex 
Edwards, were purchased after the Scotch 
cattle, but before their arrival in this coun- 
try. With these cattle on hand and no as- 
surance of when the Scotch bull, Ervedic of 
Harviestoun would arrive, Mr. Currell at- 
tended the 1952 Cattlemen’s Holiday Sale of 
J. Garrett Tolan Farms and purchased Ei- 
leenmere 1178th, an outstanding son of Ei- 
leenmere 1100th, out of a Blackcap Missie 
daughter of Eileenmere 500th. Encourage- 
ment to buy this bull came from Howard 
McGregor, owner of Great Oaks Stock Farm, 
and his manager Bob Williams. The sound 
advice of these men along with the assist- 
ance J. E. Kerr and Alex Edwards gave 
Wynyates a most solid foundation ... and 
prevented a good many mistakes of the 
novice breeder. 

Taking a closer look at the Wynyates 
herd sires we find that Eileenmere 1178th 
came direct from the Tolan show herd. His 
sire, Eileenmere 1100th is gaining more and 
more prominence each passing day as one 
of the outstanding breeding bulls of the 
breed.

INSULIN TEST MAY 
DETECT “CARRIERS” 

Columbia, Mo., July 31—Purebred beef 
cattle producers may soon be able to defi- 
nitely detect culprits in their breeding herds 
responsible for dwarf calves with a compara- 
tively simple and inexpensive test, Dr. John 
F. Lasley, University of Missouri animal 
husbandry scientist, said here today. 

The test, involving the use of insulin in- 
jections, is a result of recent University re- 
search work done by a team of graduate 
students under Lasley’s guidance. While 
highly optimistic about the possibilities of 
the test, he said further field work is needed 
to back up present research results. 

The Missouri method of detecting trouble- 
causing animals proved successful in tests 
with the University’s beef cattle breeding 
herd. Lasley and co-workers found highly 
significant differences between “carrier” 
and pedigree “clean” cows in addition to 
dwarfs when the test was applied. 

Lasley said a known “carrier” cow is one 
that has produced a dwarf calf. A “clean” 
cow is one that has a pedigree free of the 
dwarf stigma. 


However, he is quick to point out that the 
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real proof of the method lies in its accuracy 
when used in several purebred herds under 
practical conditions. He added that he in- 
tends to do such field work soon—possibly 
within a few weeks. 

In recent years, dwarfism has become 
one of the more embarrassing and expensive 
problems of purebred beef cattle breeders. 
Dwarfism of some type appears in all major 
beef cattle and some dairy cattle breed in 
the United States. 

Since dwarfism is hereditary, the only 
practical control is through the use of breed- 
ing animals that don’t carry the trouble- 
making dwarf gene. The big problem is 
identification of animals carrying that par- 
ticular gene, he said. Research workers in 
other states have been working on such tests 
with only a limited amount of success. 

Prior to the recent University research 
work, the only known way to identify clean 
animals was through breeding tests. This 
method is difficult, expensive, and time- 
consuming. 

Should a field test verify the Missouri ex- 
perimental results, Lasley said a big step 
will have been made in the detection and 
elimination of carrier animals from this 
country’s beef cattle herds. 


The test, as planned and conducted by 
Lasley and his colleagues, is relatively 
simple. The first step is an insulin injection 


into the animal’s blood stream. After allow- 
ing a period of time to pass, blood samples 
are taken from the animal and white blood 
cell counts made. 

In the clean animals, following the insulin 
injection, the white blood cell count rose 
much higher and at a more rapid rate than 
in carrier animals. In the dwarf, the white 
cell count increased very little and at a very 
slow 

An increase in the white blood cell count 
while an animal is under stress, such as pro- 
vided by the insulin injection, is a measure 
of the activity of the animal’s adrenal 
glands. This indicates inactive adrenal 
glands in the dwarf, glands of intermediate 
activity in the carrier animal, and glands of 
normal activity in clean animals. 


rate. 


Preliminary investigations indicate that 
adrenal glands are inactive because of the 
failure of the pituitary—the body’s master 
gland—to provide proper stimulation, he 
said. 

Lasley said the test can be made more ac- 
curate with further testing to find the opti- 
mum amount of insulin to use, the length 
of time to wait to take the blood test fol- 
lowing the insulin injection, and a more ac- 
curate and simple method of making white 
blood cell counts. 

He also noted that the work would not 
have been possible had it not been for the 
support of Missouri and other midwestern 
purebred cattle breeders, Students working 
on the project included Bill Foley, Goodman; 
Arthur Johnson, Kansas City; John Massey, 
Lebanon; and Mike Milicevic, Lake Wales, 
Florida.
